Miami (Fla. ) Officers Fired 
On as They Try to Arrest 
Two Accused of Robbery 
—QOne Suspect Wounded

MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 18.—Firing at 
close range, a detective and a gun 
man fought with pistols until botan 
were killed in a downtown hotel 
here late today. 

Shoppers on Flagler street, one 
of the principal business sections 
of the city, scrambled to cover. 

R. L. Jester, a detective, and An- 
thony Hanson, alias Kometie, 21 
years old, were killed. Hanson’s 
companion, Leo Zalutsky, 21, es- 
caped after being wounded but later 
was captured. Hanson and Zaluts- 
ky were accused of bank robberies 
at Allentown and Schneckville, 
Pa. 

Jester and Detective Roy Han- 
cock, who was with him, had orders 
to search for them. The detectives 
recognized the men as they en- 
tered a hotel and ordered them to 
stop. Wheeling with pistols drawn, 
Hanson and Zalutsky answered 
with a fusillade. Jester fell mortal- 
ly wounded. Hancock shot Han- 
son through the head, killing him, 
then wounded Zalutsky, who fled up 
the stairs of the hotel. 

Zalutsky climbed through a win- 
dow and managed to reach the 
ground before police surrounded 
the building. He was captured a 
short time later in an apartment he 
and his companion had been occu- 
pying. He had gone there to dress 
his wound. 

Mrs. Jester, when told of her hus- 
band’s death by Detective Chief L. 
O. Scarboro, caught up a service 
revolver belonging to her husband, 
and attempted to soot herself. 
Scarboro knocked the weapon from 
her hand. 


WHY LINDBERGH HIDES PLANS 


Doesn’t Want to Be Slave of Pub- 
on.

LISBON, Nov. 18.—In the course 
of a conversation today at the 
American legation, Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh explained why he doesn t 
say in advance when he will leave. 

He said it was to avoid becom- 
ing enslaved to public opinion. The 
flyer said he believed many aviators 
had lost their lives because they 
could not refuse at the last minute 
to start on a flight when condi- 
tions were against it, just because 
the start has been announced to 
the public. It had previously been

Three officers of Cherokee WNa- 
tional Bank, who wrecked it by 
‘using its funds for their own spec- 
ulations in the stock market, were 
dressed in at Leavenworth Peni- 
tentiary last night to serve prison 
terms of from five to 10 years. 

Henry P. Mueller and Harry G. 
Freiert, president and vice-presi- 
dent of the bank, were sentenced 
to 10-year terms, and Provaznik, 
who had not profited from the pec- 
ulatjons of these two, but had re- 
frained from exposing them, to a 
five-year term. 

The sentences were intposed by 
Federal Judge Davis last Wednes- 
day when the bankers pleaded 
guilty of embezzlements totaling 
$208,000, and of making false en- 
tries in the bank’s records. The 
prisoners will be eligible to appl 
for parole after serving one-thir 
of their terms, and 4vith good be- 
havior, even thofgh parole is de- 
nied, will be released after serving 
two-thirds. 

Aato Thief With Them.

Miss Perkins said the NRA has 
“worked beyond my wildest expec- 
tations” and asserted that the “real 
news” of this period is that “man 
can do by co-operation what he 
cannot do by conflict.” 

Referring to the NRA as the 
product of “mass thinking,” she 
said it developed from thousands 
of letters from all classes of people 
which came to the White House 
and to cabinet members, most of 
them suggesting shorter hours and 
higher wages. 

“The purpose of the whole re- 
covery program,” Miss Perkins said, 
“is not only to improve conditions 
of labor but to improve them be- 
cause of the recognition that the 
only way to build an internal mar- 
ket for our mass production of 
goods is to build up the purchasing 
power of the farmer and wage 
earners.” 

Miss Perkins, whose topic was 
“The New Challenge to Industry,” 
said that industrial workers may 
be benefited by “providing a day 
short enough to make it necessary 
to absorb into industry millions of 
unemployed to a point which makes

7000 UKRAINIANS CLASH WITH 
COMMUNISTS IN NEW YORK 


Demonstration Against Soviet Rec- 
ognition Starts Fight; Combat- 
ants and Police Injured.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—A parade 
of 7000 Ukrainians, massed to pro- 
test recognition of Russia, made 
life miserable today for 300 police 
reserves who tried to settle spor- 
adic street fighting between march- 
ers and communist groups armed 
with brickbats and milk bottles. 

At the end of the parade and the 
mass meeting which followed it, 
five of the marchers’ hecklers were 
in jail charged with felonious as- 
three policemen received 
medical treatment for cuts and 
bruises, and the Ukrainian standard 
bearer was taken to a hospital suf- 
fering with bruises and pepper in 


The police, who fought at street 
corners all along the route of march 
to keep the warring factions apart,

Stipulation Made That It Is 
to Be Used in Retiring 
Bonds of Little River 


Project. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Nov. 
18.—A loan of $2,189,914 made to- 
day by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to the Little River 
Drainage District will be used in 
the purchase and retirement of 
outstanding bonds of the District, 
which now aggregate $8,180,000. It 
is stipulated’ in the loan that the 
money must be used for the re- 
tirement of all the bonds outstand- 
ing. 

The immediate effect of the loan, 
it was said here, will be to reduce 


the taxes on all land within the 
drainage district. The granting of 
the loan is the culmination of the 
efforts beginning in 1929 when the 
bonds of the district were first de- 
faulted. 

State Senator Langdon R. Jones 
of Kennett sponsored a bill in the 
legislature to make possible the 
refinancing. 


Bonds of Little River Drainage 
Distfict, which covers parts of 
several counties in Southeast Mis- 
souri, are widely held in St. Louis. 
Many of the bondholders are rep- 
resented by the Little River Cor- 
poration, which serves as a bond- 
holders’ committee. 

Its president, Royal D. Kerchev- 
al, investment banker, had not 
been informed of the R. F. C. loan 
last night and declined to com- 
ment. The loan apparently would 
enable the district, with the con- 
sent of the bondholders, to retire 
its defaulted securities on the 
basis of about 25 cents on the dol- 
lar. 

The district’s indebtedness to 
the R. F. C. would be amortized 
over a period of 33 years and would 
bear interest at 4% per cent. An 
appropriation of $50,000,000 for R. 
F. C. loans to refinance drainage 
districts in distress was made early 
this year by Congress.

Tax Loss Expected. 

A considerable loss of taxes to 
the city, State and Federal Govern- 
ments will result from the expected 
drop in gasoline sales in this area. 
The city, which levies a tax of one- 
half cent a gallon, gets about $1400 
a day from this source at this time 
of the year, Budget Director Mey- 
ers estimates. On the same basis, 
the State, with its 2cent tax, 
would receive $5600 a day in St, 
Louis, and the Federal Government, 
with its 1% cent tax, $4200 a day. 
These figures do not include 8st. 
Louis County. 

The taxes will not be wholly lost, 
as some automobile owners will get 
gasoline from dealers who have 
access to tank cars or ether inde- 
pendent sources of gupply. The 
city and State, but not the Federal 
Government, will lose the tax on 
purchases of gasoline in Illinois by 
St. Louis car owners.

MOSCOW, Nov. 18.—The appoint- 
ment of William C. Bullitt as am- 
bassador to Russia was received 
with as enthusiastic an acclaim to- 
day as was the news of the resump- 
tion of Russo-American relations. 

One official, speaking privately, 
said, “We are happy that Mr. Bul- 
litt is coming because of all the 
possibilities President Roosevelt 
might have selected he is the only 
one we Know of personally, and we 
are all fond of him.” 

Russians, of high and low es- 
tate, hailed the news of the recog- 
nition with great enthusiasm, as did 
the American colony—about 300 
engineers, business men, students 
and their families. 

Pravda’s Editorial on Step. 

The Communist party organ 
Pravda will say editorially tomor- 
row, “It should now be clear to 
everyone that the Soviet Union has 
overthrown all obstacles to its 


peaceful construction.” Pravda's 
editorial will be the first published 
reaction in Russia to the Litvinoff- 
Roosevelt agreement. 

“The American President had to 
fight against many superstitions of 
the American bourgeoisie before 
he succeeded in bringing the ques- 
tion to a successful conclusion,” 
Pravda says, describing recogni- 
tion as “the greatest victory in the 
Soviet policy of peace.” 

“From the very beginning,” cou- 
tinues Pravdd, “good’sense com- 
bined with evident political and 
economical benefits to be derived 
from establishment of normal re- 
lations with the greatest country 
in Europe and Asia predominated. 
Opponents of rapprochement were 
defeated by the rapid development 
of events. What seems to have 
een impossible during a period of 
16 years was accomplished during 
a few days. 

Says Change Was Imperative. 

“This is explained by the fact 
that circumstances made impera- 
tive a change in the old American 
policy. In the _ establishment of 
normal relations, ruling circles in 
the United States were primarily 
inspired by the real interests of 
American capitalism, but on the 
other hand the renunciation of the 
traditional American position of 
non-recognition indicates the rising 
power and significance of the Sov- 
iet Union. 

“The failure of the disarmament 
conference, symptoms of danger in 
West and East and the race for 
armaments in the capitalist coun- 
tries showed that unprecedented 
calamities are menacing ,the labor- 
ing classes of the world. Under 
these circumstances the new victory 
of our peaceful policy acquires pe- 
culiar importance. The sixteenth 
of November will be a very im- 
portant date in the history of in- 
ternational rglations of our epoch. 

“A new period in the contest be- 
tween two systems has been 
reached, and the laboring masses 
of the Soviet Union greet cordially 
our great victory in the cause of 
peace.” 

Mentioned for Soviet Envoy. 

Valerina Ivanovitch Mezhlauk, 
first vice-chairman of the State 
Planning Commission, and G. L 
Sokolnikoff, member of the Com- 
missariat of Foreign Affairs, were 
most prominently mentioned unof- 
ficially in connection with the ap- 
pointment of the Ambassador to 
Washington. Mezhlauk is known to 
American business men as an able 
economist and an advocate of im- 
proved commercial relationship be- 
tween the two countries. Sokolni- 
koff was formerly Ambassador to 
Great. Britain. Recently he was 
named the chief of the Far Eastern 
section of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
missariat.

Conversations Begun on Trade Re- 
lations With Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. — Re- 
cognition accomplished, State De- 


partment officials and Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Soviet Foreign Minister, to- 
day began conversations on Russo- 
American affairs in which trade 
relations will have an important 
place. 
Litvinoff gave a luncheon for 
State Department officials who 
took part in the conferences that 
led to the restoration of diplomatic 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. Among the guests was Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt, the Ambassador- 
designate to Moscow, who is ex- 
pected to lead future discussions 
with Litvinoff. Bullitt said no 
further discussions were scheduled 
until Monday although there might 
be meetings over the week end. 
During the day the State Depart- 
ment was informed by Litvinoff 
that the Soviet Government wel- 
comed the appointment of Bullitt, 
an expert on Russian affairs and 
advocate of Russian recognition for 
many years. 
State Department officials said 
today that Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury, 
who has been directing trade nego- 
tiations with Russia, and Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation offi- 
cials probably would participate in 
future talks with Litvinoff. 


Credits and Tariffs Involved. 
The question of trade between 
the two countries involves not only 
credits but tariff matters; charges 
of dumping against the Soviet 
Union and counter charges sur- 
rounding American rulings on gold. 
Russia wants to buy machinery, 
cotton, meat products and other 
goods in this country. The United 
States is anxious to sell. But to 
buy, the Soviet Union must be given 
satisfactory long term credits and 
both sides have beén. bargaining 
over this and interest rates for 
months, 

Former Senator Smith W. Brook- 
hart, a trade adviser to the Farm 
Adjustment Administration, who 
has acted as intermediary in some 
of the trade parleys, has asserted 
that Russia would buy more than 
$500,000,000 in American commodi- 
ties in the near future if credit 
could be arranged. He indicated 
that he looked for the conclusion 
soon of a deal involving between 
$50,000,000 and $60,000,000 in Ameri- 
can cotton; about $30,000,000 in tex- 
tiles and possibly $30,000,000 in rail- 
Opposed to Long-Time Credits. 
The extension of long-time gov- 
ernmental credits to Russia has 
been opposed in Congress by Sen- 
ator Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
and Representative Fish (Rep.), 
New York. 

Formal official interpretation of 
the lengthy . exchange between 
President Roosevelt and Litvinoff, 
which was made public by the 
President in announcing recogni- 
tion, was lacking. Administration 
officials, however, discounted at- 
tempts to read a non-aggression 
pact into the language of the anti- 
propaganda communications  be- 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and the Soviet 
Commissar.

Sperry estimated that 1200 had 
participated in the walkout up to a 
late hour yesterday, and he express- 
ed the belief that more would join 
the movement “when they saw 
that the other Boys mean business.” 
It was decided to warn all union 
members that they would be sub- 
ject to a fine for failure to par- 
ticipate in the strike by .omorrow, 
and it was voted that failure to pay 
such fine would mean expulsion 
from the organization. 

Strikers attending the meeting 
said they were employes of the 
larger companies named and of 
some smaller ones. It was stated 
that about one-third of the 350 in- 
dependent stations in the city and 
county had made union agreements. 
Many of the others are included in 
the strike, although the action is 
directed in general against the ma- 
jor companies. 

The mass meeting was enthusias- 
tit, the men laughing and joking as 
they applauded the remarks of 
their youthful leaders. Edward 
Bell, president, is 30 years old, while 
Sperry is approximately the same 
age. Both were selected from the 
ranks of the new union, the officers 
taking pride in the fact that there 
are no outside organizers connected 
with the organizations, which holds 
membership in the Central Trades 
& Labor Union. 

Sperry said it was expected that 
union gasoline truck drivers would 
refuse to make deliveries at stations 
picketed, thus giving material aid 
to the strike. 

Two votes were taken before the 
decision to strike was announced. 
A report that the first vote failed 
to provide the necessary 75 per 
cent majority was denied by union 
officers, who said it was decided 
to take a second vote because the 
first showed more ballots than 
there were men in the hall. The 
second ballot resulted in 81 per cent 
for the strike. 

Several conferences were held be- 
tween union and company repre- 
sentatives during recent weeks 
without results. The union filed a 
complaint with the Regional Labor 
Board, but to date no oil company 
has presented a brief to that body. 
The companies are reported to have 
held that the board did not have 
jurisdiction in the dispute. 

Union demands include a 48-hour 
week, no neighborhood solicitation, 
checking on company, time, a one 
per cent allowance for handling 
loss, and the following salary scale: 
Station managers, $135 a month; 
attendants, $90; porters and car 
washers, $65. ® 

Union leaders stated that several 
companies recently had increased 
basic salaries from $65 to $90 a 
month and had made other conces- 
sions, which were interpreted by the 
men as efforts to avert the strike. 

In a statement announcing com- 
plete closing of company owned 
stations and suspension of bulk de 
liveries to jobbers and dealers, the 
major companies referred to the 
hazards of delivering gasoline if the 
strike should be accompanied by 
violence. Drivers had already been 
intimidated, the companies said, 
and incidents of violence had oc-

DRAWN UP AND

Wallace Aiming at Govern- 
ment Control, Would 
Bind Firms to Buy Only 
American Grain.

WASHINGTON; Nov. 18.—Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wallace tonight 
ordered a public hearing next Fri- 
day on a proposed code and a mar- 
keting agreement for the distilling 
industry designed to give the Fed- 
eral Government control of the in- 
dustry until Congress can pass 
legislation. 

The agreement would bind con- 
tracting distillers to buy only grain 
grown in the United States for the 
distillation of alcohol, except for 
industrial purposes, rum _ and 
brandy. 

There also would be required of 
them a benefit payment on rain, 
exclusive of malt, over and above 
any other taxes, including process- 
ing taxes, that might be imposed 
on the grain. These benefits would 
be fixed at a rate to bring the price 
of the grain used by distillers to the 
current parity price as fixed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Administration of the agreement 
would be by a distillers board of 
13, selected by the industry itself, 
subject to Wallace’s approval. 

Functions of Board. 

The functions of the board would 
include: Make rules and regulations 
governing practices within the in- 
dustry; employ personnel or create 
corporations necessary to adminster 
the agreement; collect benefit pay- 
ments assessed to bring the price of 
grain to parity. , 

The provision authorizing the 
board to create corporations as 
found necessary is recognition of a 
plan now before President Roose- 
velt for establishment of a Gov- 


¢| ernment sponsored corporation to 


direct liquor distribution. 

All rules and regulations which 
the board might adopt would be 
subject to the approval of Wallace, 
who also could require that books 
and records of distillers be open to 
his inspection. 

Enforcement of the agreement 
would be provided through licens- 
ing all distillers. 

Certain Practices Barred. 

The distillers code provides labor 
regulations which would be under 
the jurisdiction of the NRA. In ad- 
dition it would bar certain trade 
practices as unethical. These prac- 
tices would include false advertis- 
ing, commercial bribery, false in- 
voicing, secret rebates and similar 
practices. 

The code contains a_ provision 
specifically pledging the distillers 
to uphold the laws of the States 
and other political subdivisions for 


the regulation of the liquor indus- 


try. 
One purpose of the farm admin- 


istration in hastening action on the 
code and agreement prior to repeal 
on Dec. 5, is that it hopes to pre- 
vent rapid expansion of the distill- 
ing industry which it believes might 
later result in intense competition.

Borah and Col. Cooper Powerful Factors in 
Creating Sentiment for Understand- 
ing Between the Nations.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Three 
men, President Roosevelt, Commis- 
sar Litvinoff and William C. Bul- 
litt, directly conducted the negotia- 
tions leading to American recogni- 
tion of Soviet Russia, but four 
other men—in the shadowy back- 
ground during the recent conversa- 
tions—had an important part in 
closing the breach between the two 
republics. They are Senator Borah 
of Idaho, Col. Hugh L. Cooper of 
the American-Russian Chamber of 
Commerce, Chancellor Hitler of 
Germany and Gen. Araki of the 

Japanese War Ministry. 

The two Americans, Senator Bo- 
rah and Col. Cooper, approached 
the problem of recognition from 
different angles. Borah, a humani- 
tarian and close student of inter- 
national law and relations, advo- 
cated recognition shortly after the 
Bolshevist revolution in 1917, citing 
historical precedents. 

Later, as chairman of the pow- 
erful Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, he was in complete dis- 
agreement with the Republican Ad- 
ministration’s adamant position of 
non-recognition. Although he was 
one of the most effective speakers 
in behalf of Herbert Hoover in the 
1928 presidential campaign, that 
administration did not follow his 
leadership on American  recogni- 
tion. 

Col. Cooper .a Realist. 

Col. Cooper of New York, en- 
gineer of the Keokuk Dam, the 
Muscle Shoals plants and the gi- 
gantic Dnieprostroy hydro-electric 
project in Russia, approached the 
Russian problem realistically. He 
marshalled under his leadership the 
business men who saw trade op- 
portunities out of their réach be- 
cause of non-recognition. Under 
his guidance the American-Russian 
Chamber of Commerce, with offices 
in New York and Moscow, con- 
ducted a well-planned propaganda 
drive, culminating in a poll of the 
principal American newspapers 
which revealed that a large majori- 
ty favored recognition. The 
Post-Dispatch has been informed 
that this group once sought the 
help of the Literary Digest in mak- 
ing a general poll of the entire 
country, but the project fell 
through. 

The newspaper poll, however, 
gave the Roosevelt administration 
just the sort of information the 
President wanted.” The American 
Federation of Labor, the Ameri- 
can Legion, the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and several 
prominent church leaders had con- 
sistently opposed recognition. There 
is no doubt that the President 
wanted some indication of how 
widespread and how sincere the 
opposition to recognition was. 

Cotton Loan ‘Trial Balloon.’ 

The recent $4,000,000 R. F. C. 
loan to finance Russian purchases 
of American cotton was a “trial 
balloon” to determine which way 
the wind was blowing. The cor- 
respondence exchanged between 
President Roosevelt and Commis- 
sar Litvinoff revealed that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt continually had the 
patriofic and church organizations 
in mind during the negotiations. 

Senator Borah and Col. Cooper 
created sentiment among the rank 
and file of this country for recog- 
nition. It remained for Chancellor 
Hitler and Japanese War Minister 
Sadao Araki tO alarm.the leaders 
of Soviet Russia and the. United 
States. 

One of the most important points 
in Hitler’s Nazi campaign is a pro- 
gram to eradicate Communism 
from the German Reich and he has 
boasted that he hag saved his 
country from the materialism and 
internationalism of Karl Marx. Al- 
though the Rapallo treaty between 
Germany and the Soviet. Union, 
which so frightened the rest of Eu- 
rope when it was announced, has 
not been formally abandoned, it is 
now a dead letter and the tradi- 
tional friendship of the two. coun- 
tries has béen supplanted by mu- 
tual distrust. 

Reason for Compromise. 

With American recognition, the 
Russian Foreign Office can take 
a stronger stand against Nazi Ger- 
many. This is perhaps one reason 
why Litvinoff was prepared to com- 
promise with President Roosevelt 
on the Soviet formula of recogni- 
tion first, negotiations afterward. 

Both President Roosevelt and 
Commissar Litvinoff had their 
eyes on the Far East during the 
negotiations prior to recognition. 
War Minister Araki is the leader 
of the military group that has di- 
rected the Japanese invasion of the 
Asiatic mainland into Manchoukuo 
and the taking over of the Chinese 
Eastern Railroad. Japan has re- 
fused to sign a non-aggression pact 
with the Soviet Union, although 
such pacts have been signed by 
all the states on Russia’s western 
border. 

The waiver of Russian claims for 
damages because of American par- 
ticipation in the Siberian Expedi- 
tionary Force was a graceful way 
of notifying Japan that Soviet Rus- 
sia felt a debt of gratitude to the 
United States for forcing Japan to 
withdraw the Japanese troops. 
Major-General William S. Graves, 
Commander of the American Expe- 
ditionary Force, in a book pub- 
lished in 1931, gave a detailed ac- 
count of his constant opposition to 
Japanese and other Allied Generals 
who hoped to make the expedition 
the basis for permanent occupation 
of Eastern Asia. 

“Showing Its Good Will.” 

At his conference at the National 
Press Club last night, Commissar 
Litvinoff was asked whether the 
waiver of the Siberian Expedition- 
ary claim was not caused by the in- 
sistence of the United States on the 
territory inviolability of Asia. 

“That is correct,” he declared. 

Previous to this, he had said that 
Russia had waived its Siberian 
counter claims to “show its good 
will.” 

Another indication that Litvinoff 
has had his eye on the Far East 
was the hint given out during his 
sea passage that the Soviet Ambas- 
sador to Washington might be

“Apart from the ties of colonial 
ancestry, I have additional kinship 
with the founders of the 13 Amer- 
ican colonies. It has been remarked 
of late by certain modern tories 
that those who are today in charge 
of your national government are 
guilty of great experimentation. If 
I read my history right, the same 
suggestion was used when English- 
men, protesting in vain against in- 
tolerable conditions at home, found- 
ed new colonies in the American 
wilderness, and when Washingtons 
and Adamses and Bullochs conduct- 
ed another great experiment in 
1776. 

(Archibald Bulloch was first 
president of Georgia and his son, 
William, was United States Sena- 
tor.) 

Rails at Doubting Thomases. 


“Three quarters of a year have 
passed since I left Georgia; during 
that time you have conducted a 
dignified and history teaching 
state-wide celebration. During that 
game time, the lives of the people 
of this commonwealth, like the tives 
of the inhabitants of the other 
states, have undergone a_= great 
change. ss 

“I am happy in the thought that 
it has been a change for the bet- 
ter; that I come back to see smiles 
replacing gloom, to see hope re- 
placing despair, to see faith re- 
stored to its rightful place. 
“While we are celebrating the 
planting of the colony of Georgia, 
we remember that if the vwarly 
settlers had been content to re- 
main on the coast, there would 
have been no Georgia today. It was 
the spirit of moving forward that 
led to the exploration of the great 
domain of Piedmont and mountains 
that drove the western border of 
the colony to the very banks of the 
Mississippi River itself. In all those 
years of the pioneers there were 
the deubting Thomases, there was 
the persistent opposition of those 
who feared change, of thcse who 
played the part of the mule who 
had to be goaded to get him out of 
the stable.

have heard so much of so-called 
economics in recent weeks that it 


twas refreshing -the other day to 


have my friend, the Governor of 
New Hampshire, call my attention 
to a paragraph written a century 
ago by that father of economists, 
John Studtt Mill.. He said: 

“ ‘History shows that great econ- 
omic and social forces flow like a 
tide over communities only half 
conscious of that which is befalling 
them. Wise statesmen foresee what 
time is thus bringing and try to 
shape institutions and mold men’s 


‘thoughts and purposes in accord- 


ance with thc change that is silent- 
ly coming on. 

“‘The unwise are those who bring 
nothing constructive to the process, 
and who greatly imperil the future 
of mankind, by leaving great ques- 
tions to be fought out between ig- 
norant change of one hand, and ig- 
norant opposition to change, on the 
other.’ 

No Quick Relief. 


“The saving grace of America lies 
in the fact that the overwhelming 
majority of Americans are pvos- 
sessed of two great qualities—a 
sense of humor and a sense of pro- 
portion. With the one they smile 
at those who would divide up all 
the money in the nation of a per 
capita basis evefy Saturday night 
and at those who lament that they 
would rather possess pounds and 
francs than dollars. With our sense 
of proportion we understand aad 
accept the fact that in the short 
space of one year we cannot cure 
the chronic illness that beset us for 
a dozen years, nor restore the so- 
cial and economic order with equal 
and simultaneous success in every 
part of the nation and in every 
walk of life 

“It is the pioneering spirit and 
understanding perspective of the 
people of the United States which 
already is making itself felt among 
other nations of the world. The 
simple translation of the peaceful 
and neighborly purposes of the 
United States has already given to 
our sister American republics a 
greater faith in our professions of 
friendship than they have held 
since the time, over a century ago, 
when James Monroe éncouraged 
them in their struggles for free- 
dom. 

Recognition of Russia. 

“So, too, I have had an example 
of the effect of honest statement 
and simple explanation of the fun- 
damental American policy during 
the past week in Washington. For 
16 long years a nation, larger even 
than ours in population and extent 
of territroy, has been unable to 
speak officially with the United 
States or to maintain normal rela- 
tions. I believe sincerely that the 
most impelling motive that has lain 
behind the conversations which 
were successfully concluded yester- 
day between Russia and the United 
States was the desire of both coun- 
tries for peace and for the strength- 
ening of the peaceful purpose of 
the civilized world. 

“It will interest you to know that 
in the year 1809 the President of the 
United States, Thomas Jefferson. 
wrote as follows to his Russian 
friend, Monsieur Dashkoff: 

“‘Russia and the United States 
being in character and practice es- 
sentially pacific, a common interest 
in the rights of peaceable nations 
gives us a common cause in their 
maintenance.’ 

“In this spirit of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Mr. Litvinoff and I believe 
that through the resumption of 
normal relations the prospects of 
peace over all the world are great- 
ly strengthened. 

“Furthermore, I am _ confident 
that in a State like Georgia, which 
had its roots in religious teachings 
and was the first State in which a 
Sunday school was established 
there must be satisfaction to know 
that from now on, any American 
sojourning among the great Rus- 
sian people will be free to worship 
God in his own way. 

“It is perhaps especiallly signifi- 
cant that I should speak of the re- 
sumption of relations with Russia 
in the city from which a century 
ago the first trans-Atlantic, steam- 


ship set out on its voyage to the 
old world. 

“I am glad to be back on Geor- 
gia soil. I am hurrying to Warm 
Springs with special interest, for I 
shall see a splendid new building, 
given to the cause of helping crip- 
pled children by the citizens of the 
State of Georgia, And I am hurry- 
ing back to my cottage there for 
the almost equally important ob- 
jective of seeing to it that a prize 
Georgia turkey is put into the prim- 
est possible condition for the 
Thanksgiving day feast. _ 

Wants Thanksgiving Day for All. 

“On this Thanksgiving, I like to 
think that many more fathers and

Herman Westinghouse, chairman of 


the board of the Westinghouse Air 
Brake Co., died today at Goshen, 
N. ¥. He was 80 years old last 
Thursday. 

He also was a director of the 
Westinghouse Electric Manufac- 
turing Co. He was a mechanical 
engineer and inventor, and the 
founder of the engineering firm of 
Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co. 
of New York. — 

Westinghouse became associated 
with the Westinghouse Air Brake 
Co. in 1873 and *° years later in- 
vented the Westinghouse §single- 
acting steam engine. 

In 60 years of continuous service 
with the Westinghouse companies 
he became one of the foremost fig- 
ures in world engineering. As his 
company expanded he assumed po- 
sitions on the boards of affiliated 
companies in Canada, England and 
France. ° 

He held membership in the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science and 
numerous clubs, and was a trustee 
of Cornell University.

STEEL INDUSTRY 
HAS REENPLOYED 
92000 UNDERNRA 


Increase of $9.¢ $9,000,000 a 
Month in Total Wages as 
Compared With Previous 
90-Day Period.

WASHINGTON, D. C., bane: 18.— 
The first comprehensive report 


showing how wages and hours in a’ 


major industry have been affected 


by the working of an NRA code, 
was made public here today. It 
deals with the iron and steel] in- 
dustry, and contains the informa- 
tion on which President Roosevelt 
yesterday based his order extend- 
ing opération of the code for an- 
other six months. 

NRA officials were pleased, not 
only over the improvements dis- 
closed by the report, but also over 
the indugtry’s request to have the 
The ldtter was 
deemed significant, because the ad- 
ministration and the industry have 
clashed over issues of labor policy, 
and the industry has been required 
to accept some unpalatable rulings. 

The report shows that since the 
code went into effect 90 days ago, 
there has been an average increase 
of more than $9,000,000 a month in 
total wages, and an average in- 
crease of more than 92,000 in the 
total number of workers, over the 
preceding 90-day period, in the face 
of a 10 per cent loss in total pro- 
duction. 

Further Increases Expected. . 

The report, transmitted to the 
President yesterday by Adminis- 
trator Hugh Johnson, was prepared 
by Chief Counsel Richberg and Di- 
vision Administrator Simpson, who 
are the Government’s representa- 
tives on the board which adminis- 
ters the code. It was baaed on their 
personal inspection of the records 
of a large majority of the iron and 
steel companies. 

In recommending extension of 
the code, they estimate a further 
increase of more than $100,000,000 
a year in total wages, and 125,000 
to 150,000 in the number of work- 
ers, if and when production in the 
industry arrives at 60 per cent of 
capacity. 

The report discloses that the in- 
dustry has, “for all practical pur- 
poses,” substituted the 8-hour for 


‘the 10-hour day, although under 


the code it is not required to do so 
until production reaches 60 per 
cent of capacity. This step, it is 
stated, resulted in an increase of 
about 12.5 per cent in the rate of 
pay of those workers affected by it. 
208 of 237 Companies Report. 

There are 237 companies in the 
industry, and complete figures were 
obtained from 208, including all the 
larger ones. Analyzing these fig- 
ures, Richberg and Simpson found 
that the code had resulted in an 
average increase of 32.1 per cent 
in total wages, and an increase of 
28.3 per cent in total employment, 
in the face of a 10 per cent loss 
in production. During the same 
period, the price of steel increased 
18 per cent, and the price of pig 
iron 4.2 per cent. 

“The increase in wages and em- 
ployes, in the face of this decline 
in business, is remarkable,” John- 
son informed the President, in 
transmitting the report. “The in- 
crease in wages by these companies 
is equivalent to $78,000,000 a year. 
Assuming that production reaches 
50 per cent of capacity, there would 


be an increase of $95,000,000 a year) 


in wages, and 89,000 in the number 
of employes.” 
Report Analyzes Gains. 
During the month of September 
these 208 companies employed 417,- 


020 workers, and paid total wages 


of $37,322,000. These figures in- 
clude salaried workers, although 
the bulk consists of employes re- 
ceiving hourly, piecework and ton- 
nage wages. Further analyzing the 
gains achieved under the code, the 
report continues: 

“Comparing September with June, 
the average hours per employe per 
week decreased from 39.3 to 328 
—or a decrease of 16 per cent. The 
average earnings for all employes 
increased from 52.8 cents an hour 
to 63.6 cents. Again it must be 
emphasized that these figures are 
to be read in the light of a 10 per 
cent reduction in operated ingot 
capacity, and therefore show not 
merely a maintenance, but a decid- 
ed improvement in conditions from 
the standpoint of labor, despite the 
reduction of business.” 

The iron and steel code originally 
was approved by President Roose- 
velt for a trial period of 90 days, 
the industry reserving the right to 
apply for modifications at the end 
of that time, and the administra- 
tion stipulating its power to ap- 
prove an extension only if it con- 
sidered previous results satisfac- 
tory. Thus far both sides seem 
satisfied, but the question will again 
be open for consideration at the 
expiration of the extension, June 1.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—De- 
manding a return to the gold 
standard, the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, in a 
resolution adopted today, declared 
the monetary policy of the adminis- 
tration to be a breeder of “wide- 
spread confusion and disquiet.” At 


about the same time, President 


Roosevelt, in Savannah, Ga., was 
likening the opponents of his gold- 
buying policy to the Tories of 1776. 

Senators Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa; Smith (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, and Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, acting as a committee repre- 
senting a group of Senators, began 
seeking a method for increasing 
money in circulation by a wider use 
of silver. 

President Roosevelt has been 
asked already by Senator Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada, to provide for a 
limited free coinage of domestically 
produced metal for circulation in 
the silver-producing states. 

The administration today fixed 
its price for Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation purchases of 
newly-mined domestic gold at $33.56 
an ounce, the same as it has been 
for the last five days, and just be- 
low the world quotation of $33.58. 

Text of Resolution. 

The text follows: 

“Our consideration of various as- 
pects of the economic and financial 
situation leads us to the conclusion 
that the question of a sound nation- 
al monetary policy is paramount, 
“Tt is of transcendant importance 
because the monetary policy not 
only affects all other financial is- 
sues but the whole economic wel- 
fare of the nation. 

“The Chamber is committed by 
action of its membership to support 
the maintenance of the integrity of 
our currency, the restoration and 
continuance of the gold standard, 
with a fixed gold value of the dollar 
properly determined, the balancing 
of public budgets, and the removal 
of restrictions upon foreign ex- 
change. , 

“It is opposed to any policy of 
deliberately engendering price 
changes through measures which are 
solely monetary in character, rec- 
ognizing that such measures are 
not conducive to stability. 

“In efforts to stimulate and fos- 
ter improvement in the prices of 
primary commodities, of manufac- 
tured goods, and of auxiliary ser- 
vices, it is opposed to any ction 
that creates distrust in the cur- 
rency, as being incapable of produc- 
ing a lasting improvement. 

“In advocating a sound and ade- 
quate currency as essential for a 
greater volume and mobility of 
credit, it maintains that it is neces- 
sary to provide such basis for faith 
in credit and in currency as will | 
permit their healthy employment | 
in the normal processes of business | 
enterprise. 

“We believe it should be empha- 
sized that the present fiscal poli- | 
cies have developed widespread | 
confusion and disquiet. 

“We strongly recommend that 
the President of the United Staces 
make an unmistakable declaration 
that Government securities will not 
be driven to lower levels by reason 
of monetary actions. 

“We also urge that there be an 
immediate announcement of inten- 
tion of an early return to a gol 
basis, with complete avoidance of 
monetary experimentation, green- 
backism and fiat money and with 
complete recession from theoretical 
or arbitrary ideas of ‘price-index’ 
fixation of the value of gold. 

“Otherwise there will be instab- 
bility of employment, because of in- 
ability of any one to make forward 
commitments on a basis of reason- 
able business risk instead of spec-| 
ulative hazard. 

“There will be continuance of the 
demoralization of the exchanges, 
with its harmful repercussions on 
all domestic and foreign trade.

KILLED AS AUT 
ENGINE COLIDE 


Miss Elvira McLean, For-. 


mer St. Louis Teacher, 
Loses Life in Crash in 
Kirkwood. 


Miss Elvira McLean of Kirkwood, 
former St. Louis teacher, and her 
niece, Miss Jane McLean, were 
killed yesterday in a collision of a 
Missouri Pacific locomotive with 
their automobile at the Geyer road 
crossing in Kirkwood. 

Starting on a shopping trip to the 
business district of Kirkwood, they 
were going north in Geyer at 8:35 
a.m. Miss Jane McLean was driv- 
ing the car, a sedan, which be 
longed to her father. The locomo- 
tive, running without cars, was 
westbound. e 

The fireman, J. J. Spies, seeing 
the collision was imminent, shouted 
to the engineer, John Armstrong, 
who stopped the engine 100 feet 
west of the crossing. The machine 
was dragged 60 feet and demoli- 
ished. 


Miss Elvira McLean; 68 years old, 
was dead when removed from the 
wreckage. Jane McLean, 17, died 
of a skull fracture at County Hos- 
pital, Clayton, at 12:50 p. m. She 
also suffered a fracture of the left 
leg, lacerations and bruises. 

Witnesses, according ot Missouri 
Pacific officers, reported the car 
struck the locomotive and declared 
the automatic warning signals at 
the crossing were operating. The 
locomotive was assigned to pusher 
service, to help freight trains up a 
steep grade from Valley Park to 
Kirkwood. There are two street 
bridges over the Missouri Pacific 
tracks several blocks east of Geyer 


and nearer the shopping section. | 


St. Peter’s Cemetery is at one cor- 
ner of the grade crossing. 

Miss Elvira McLean resigned as 
public school teacher in 1922 to 
care for her widowed mother. Mrs. 
Mary E. McLean, 88, with whom 
she lived at 547 South Geyer road. 
The residence is a short distance 
south of the Missouri 
tracks. Miss McLean was gradu- 
ated from the old St. Louis Normal 
School in 1887 and started teaching 
at the Hodgen School in 1889. Lat- 
er she taught at the Lincoln and 
Hempstead schools. She was the 
first full-time librarian of the Kirk- 
wood Public Library. It was formed 
in 1925 and she entered its service 
in June, 1926, remaining for a year. 

Jane McLean, a sophomore at 
Kirkwood High School, resided with 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
H. McLean, at the Geyer road ad- 
dress.

$1,500,000 HOSPITAL BONDS 
AND BRIDGE PLAN REPEAL 
UP TO VOTERS TUESDAY 


Measures Require Two-thirds for Passage— 
Proposed City Structures Will Not . 
Increase Debt. 


& 


A ballot containing two proposi- 
tions will be nanded voters in Tues- 
day’s special election for a bond 
transfer to provide $1,500,000 for 


building hospitals. 

The first proposition would repeal 
a $1,500,000 item voted in the big 
1923 bond issue for a northeastern 
rail approach of Municipal Bridge. 
This approach, which was specifi- 
cally located in the bond proposi- 
tion, is not needed apd does not fit 
the present plan for use of the 
bridge’s rail deck. It is proposed 
to cancel this item and thereby re- 
duce the city’s potential bonded in- 
debtedness by that much. Advo- 
cates of the hospital bonds stress 
the fact that the transfer would not 
increase the municipal debt. 

Tuesday's ballot will say: 

For repeal of Proposition 18..YES 

For repeal of Proposition 18..NO 

Voters favoring the cancelation 
will scratch “no.” Proposition 18 
was the designation of the item in 
the 1923 issue. 

The second proposition Tuesday 
is for issuance of $1,500,000 in hos- 
pital bonds. As to this the ballot 
will say: 

For increase of debt.......YES 
For increase of debt.......... NO 

Voters favoring the bond issue 
will scratch “no.” 

The city’s 669 precinct polling 
places will be open from 6 a. m. to 
7 p. m. A vote of about 100,000 
is anticipated by election and mu- 
nicipal officials, out of a registra- 
tion of 330,837. A two-thirds ma- 
jority will be required to carry each 
proposition. While there is no or- 
ganized or outspoken opposition, 
this means that two favorable votes 
must be cast for every one opposed. 
Chairman Waechter of the Election 
Board believes the favorable vote 
may be 85 to 90 per cent of the 
total. 

Non-Partisan Campaign. 

Mayor Dickmann has formed a 
non-partisan committee which is 
campaigning actively for the bond 
transfer. Both the Democratic and 
Republican city committees have in- 
dorsed it and agreed to help bring 
out a favorable vote. Many organ- 
izations have approved the proposal, 
including the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciey and the Chamber of Commerce. 

The new Negro hospital and five 
other city institutions will benefit 

from the bonds, if voted. The same 
dual proposition was submitted at 
the mayoral election April 4, ex- 
cept that it was intended then to 
devote the entire fund to finishing 
the Negro institution. The city’s 
plans still call for finishing that 
hospital, but with the aid of Fed- 
eral funds. 

In the April election the bond is- 
sue proposition failed by 3265 and 
the bridge bond cancellation by 
4265. The vote was: Hospital 
bonds, yes, 134,403, no, 72,098; can- 
cellation, yes, 132,409, no, 72,601. 
This was a total vote of about 206,- 
000 on the question, although 299,- 
000 voters participated in the elec- 
tion. 

City officials hope to obtain a 
Federal grant of $376,000, in addi- 
tion to $164,000 already granted or 
the Negro hospital, to carry out a 
$2,225,000 institutional building and 
equipment program. The balance 
will be paid out of the bond issue 
and the standing city hospital fund. 

On the Program. 

This program includes completion 
of the Negro hospital, a building for 
tubercular children at Koch Hospi- 
tal, complete remodeling of City 
Hospital observation ward, addi- 
tional solaria at City Sanitarium, 
a building at St. Louis Training 
School and improvements at Isola- 
tion Hospital. 

Conditions at the present Negro 
hospital, Garrison avenue and Law- 
ton boulevard, have been denounced 
as disgraceful to the city. The place 
is overcrowded and improperly 
equipped. Authorities declare the 
lives of patients are in danger there 
and that the community is in dan- 
ger of a spread of disease. Tu- 
bercular white children at Koch are 
housed now in- an unsuitable 
wooden structure. The observation 
ward, where suspected mental cases 
are taken, is not satisfactory. City 
Sanitarium is crowded, but the sun 
parlors will help relieve it. 

The 1923 bond issue allocated $1,- 
200,000 for a new Negro hospital. 
The city bought a large site in a 
Negro residential district, facing 
Whittier street, between St. Ferd- 
inand and Kennerly avenues, and 
running west to Goode avenue. The 
proposed institution has been named 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital. 

$700,000 to Be Raised. 

Cost. of constructing and 
equipping the institution has been 
estimated at $2,280,000. The city 
already has available $1,580,000 from 
the old bond issue, from an initial 
Federal grant and from other 
sources, leaving $700,000 to be 
raised. The cost is divided as fol- 
lows: Administration building, 
$380,000; service building, $350,000; 
two ward buildings, to accommo- 
date 300 patients each, $530,000 
each; equipment, $138,000; nurses’ 
home, $320,000; superintendent’s 
residence, $16,000; landscaping, 
$16,000. 

After much controversy and de- 
lay, the first ¢ontract for construc- 
tion was awarded 15 months ago. 
This was for the service ~ building. 
now nearly finished. It is of brick, 
102x250 feet and two and a half 
stories high. It will house the boil- 
er plant, refrigerating equipment, 
bakery, kitchen, laundry, employes’ 
eafeterias and living quarters for 


the kitchen employes. Last July a 
contract was awarded for the :xd- 
ministration building—the central 
unit—a six-story brick structure. 
Its framework has been erected, but 
it will not be finished until next 
summer. It will house offices, 
laboratories, operating rooms and 
physicians’ quarters. 

The ward units will mank the 
administration building. A Federal 
grant of $163,000, to apply on one 
of the ward wings, was made Oct. 
18. The PWA declined to grant 
$101,210 sought by the city to help 
pay for the administration build- 
ing because it was already under 
contract. Other grants allowed at 
that time were $95,000 for two 
tiers of solaria at City Sanitarium 
and $15,000 for a superintendent’s 
residence at Koch Hospital. 
Completion of the Negro hospital 
was a prominent issue in the last 
mayoral campaign. Both Mayor 
Dickmann and President Neun of 
the Board of Aldermen, his unsuc- 
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medical and nursing staff of the 


hospital. 
The Mayor will introduce Neun 


and a number of civic leaders to 
speak for the bond transfer during 
the Community Forum period on 
radio station KSD, starting at 5:30 
o'clock this afternoon.

Pity the Poor Pitcher. 

HE Southern Association has 

started something. Its new 
rule penalizing an _ intentional 
pass with two out by allowing 
runners to advance TWO bases, 
lands a punch right. under the 
chin of the baseball manager’s 
favorite strategy. 

With men on and two out, the 
score tight, defense procedure 
is to pass the batter to create a 
play at any one of four stations, 
provided the ball is hit on the 
ground, thus increasing the prob- 
ability of retiring the side with- 
out a score. : 

Under the new rule a walk, un- 
der such conditions, would auto- 
matically score the man from 
third base, just as though all 
bases had been filled before the 
walk. 

If the base runners happen to 
be on first and second, the man 
from second base would score—di- 
gest that one. In other words 
there is no legal way under the 
conditions laid down, by which 
the bases can be “loaded” through 
passes, without suffering a run 
penalty. 

The idea apparently is to give 
the Southern Association crowds 
a little run for their money, by 
giving the hitter—especially a 
pinch hitter—an opportunity to do 
his stuff. It is just another rec- 
ognition of the growing belief 
that there is'mo™ interest in a 
base-hit than there is in a put- 


out,

Easy to Nullify New Rule. 


OWEVER, we have a goud 
working idea of how the 
pinch-hitter will be thwarted and 
his over-the-fence stuff nullified, 
when the new rule is put into ef- 
fect in the Southern Aagzsociation. 
You can lead the old mule up 
to the old oaken bucket but you 
can’t make him gargle. Nor can 
you always enforce an objectional 
rule. , 
When the defending team finds 
itself in need of the usual strate- 


gy of filling the bases, with two 


out and a dangerous man at bat, 
it will uncover a way to get 
around the rule. 

For example: There is a ruie 
in the book which says that the 
batsman shall go to first base, if 
the catcher “tips” or interferes 
with the bat! 2 

All the receiver needs do obvi- 
ously is to interfere with the pats- 
man in some way. Then there 
isn’t anything left for His Umps 
to do but send the man to first. 

That’s just as good as an in- 
tentional pass and it doesn’t carry 
any further shea with it. 

But that’s not all. Lest the 
trick become dogs-eared from 
use, it can be varied. Then pitch- 
er can do his stuff. He can. throw 
a soft one into some well-up- 
holstered part of the batter's an- 
atomy and again the batter zoes 
to first, effecting the desired 
strategy. 

We expect to read about the 
strange increase in interference 
with batters and also in the num- 
ber of batters hit by pitchers be- 
fore next season has gone very 
far along. 


Michigan Stillon Top. . 
OOTBALL supremacy today 
is much more difficult to at- 

tain than it was three decades 
ago. And furthermore, putting a 
standout eleven in the field for 
a number of years in succession 
is becoming almost impossible. 
The old timers point to. Yale 
elevens of 1885-1889, the Michigan 
teams of 1901-05, as the great ma- 
chines of history. And they were 
amazing. Yost’s “point-a-minute 
outfit rumbled along like a steam 
roller for five years, winning 53 
out of 55 games played, losing one 
and tieing one. It scored the as- 
tonishing total of 2918 points to 
49, for its five-year period—an 
average scoring punch of 53 
points a game for five years! 
The earlier Yale eleven was al- 
most as wonderful, its record 
including 52 victories and only 
.two defeats in 54 games, with a 
total number of points scored of 
2903 to 58 for opponents. 
+ + * 


Of the two it is hard to say 
which eleven deserved the great- 
er credit. Yale, of course, in those 
days, played under simple rule 
conditions and in a day when 
about her only capable opposition 
came from Harvard, Princeton 
and ‘Pennsylvania. 

Nor did the West generally 
supply the high class oppositon 
for Michigan that Eastern teams 
furnished early in this century. 
The East at that time still re- 
tained its prestige. It was still 
the day of three downs and five 
yards to go, and no forward pass.

The Pass Changed Everything. 
FTER Michigan there was a 
“long dry spell.” For years 

no team got “hot” to the g@ttent of 
dominating its field decisively. 
Inability to adapt themselves to 
the new rules handicapped the 
Eastern coaches, especially. The 
decline of the Big Three su- 
premacy dated from  1906—the 
year of the forward pass. 

The first standout under for- 
ward pass conditions was Pitts- 
burgh which, from 1914-18 inclu- 
sive had the country pop-eyed. 
Pitt, won 35 out of 37 games in 
that period but its point total 
shows how seriously the attack- 
ing end of the same had been 
weakened under the new rules. 
Pitt averaged only 27 points— 
about half the average of Michi- 
gan and Yale. 

Since that time three other in- 
stitutions have established five- 
year football records worthy of 
note: Notre Dame 1923-27, Ten- 
nessee 1927-31, and Southern Cali- 
fornia 1828-32. But all fell short 
of Yale and Michigan both in 
number of victories, winning per- 
centage and total points.

series games, but when persons 
can stay at home and hear a 
graphic play-by-play account they 
naturally hesitate to spend money 
for transportation, hotel accom- 
modations and admission tickets. 
Baseball is giving away its show 
and you can’t blame people for 
accepting the gift.” 

Last year opponents of broad- 
casting tried vigorously to get 
the leagues to ban the radio, but 
several clubs, notably the Chica- 
go Cubs, threatened to broadcast 
regardless of any league action 
and the other clubs felt that they 
were forced to continue broad- 
casting in self defense. Otherwise 
their territory would have been 
saturated with broadcasts by 
other clubs and perhaps the af- 
fections of many fans alienated.

Tree-hunters and their hounds 
may be heard on most any crisp 
moonlight night in pursuit of the 
raccoon and opossum. Fox hunters, 
too, are holding informal chases 
over the State. It is dog days for 
a certainty with the canines fur- 
nishing the basis for much of the 
conversation between sportsmen. 

Brer ‘Coon, a member of the 
same family to which belongs the 
now extinct Missouri black bear, 
does not receive the protection af- 
forded old Reynard, who is often 
chased but seldom ever killed. In 
fox hunting the thrill of the chase 
and the cry of the pack in hot pur- 
suit of Reynard furnished ample 
sport but when a group of hunters 
seek out the raccoon it is his pelt 
they want after seeing him tangle 
with the dogs. Given an even 
break, a raccoon can whip an inex- 
perienced hunting dog and many 
an older one. His skin is large 
over his body and even when a 
hound has him held firmly by the 
collar, Brer Coon can turn in his 
skin far enough to permit him to 
attack the dog about the face. More 
experienced dogs are not likely to 
permit the raccoon’s counter attack 
and the fight does not last long 
once the coon has been’ shaken 
from his tree retreat.

Raccoons Diminish in Number. 


Because the raccoon does not re 
ceive the protection from _ sports- 
men that they give the fox and be- 
cause of the ready demand for his 
pelt, his number in Missouri has 
dwindled rapidly in recent years. 
Complete elimination of farm wood- 
lots and the large hollow. trees 
which would afford cover also have 
been factors in the raccoon de- 
crease. Each year a few conserva- 
tionists suggest that the raccoons be 
given more consideration in the 
game code but he has never been 
given more protection than other 
fur bearers including the opossum 
and muskrat. | 

Few sportsmen set out to hunt 
opossum but many of these crea- 
tures are taken in the course of 
coon hunts. These animals, in con- 
trast to the active and cleanly 


raccoon, are sluggish and are scav- 
-engers toa great extent. Their 
‘pelts are seldom very valuable but 
jtheir carcasses are often eaten.

Muskrat Good Food. 


The muskrat, sought at this sea- 
son by trappers along marsh and 
stream, is caught for its pelt which, 
while not as valuable as the raccoon, 
generally finds a ready market. It 
is a valuable food, too, but few Mis- 
sourians have ever tasted it. In 
Eastern states muskrat is sold un- 
der the commercial name of marsh 
rabbit and is considered a desirable 
food. The muskrat is clean in its 
habits and choice of food, subsist- 
ing largely upon roots of marsh 
vegetation. | 

Now that cold weather is con- 
stant, rabbit hunters are more com- 
mon. Even the quail hunter with 
his automatic and good dogs seldom 
hesitates to bag a rabbit when he 
has the opportunity. Rabbits are 
probably the most plentiful of all 
game in Missouri. Approximately 
2,000,000 rabbits are killed in this 
State each year and shipped to 
eastern and northeastern states. 
Their carcasses are used as food 
and their furry skins made into ma- 
terial for hats. Farm boys trap 
from 20,000 to 100,000 of the ro- 
dents annually and sell them to 
buyers for eastern state and private 
game preserves. 

Sportsmen need have no fear of 
the “rabbit disease” (tularemia) if 
common sense methods of prepar- 
ing the game are followed, health 
authorities say. This disease is not 
new, but was only publicized in re- 
cent years. Much has been written 
about it and in some States impor- 
tation of rabbits is prohibited. 
While the disease can be severe, 
many persons believe the “rabbit 
fever scare” largely unfounded.

Care in Preparation. 


Hunters should always’ exercise 
care in cleaning any kind of game 
that splinters of bone do not prick 
or scratch their hands. Game should 
not be dressed by anyone having 
broken skin on his hands. Only 
thoroughly cooked game should be 
eaten.

Goose Preserve at Ozark Lake. 


The construction of a wild goose 
preserve, located on the Hogles 
Creek arm of the Lake of the 
Ozarks, near Warsaw, has been 
completed. A rock dam built near 
the mouth of Hogles Creek where 
the stream empties into the lake 
forms an attractive body of water 
that is surrounded by 3000 acres of 
Benton County’s finest bottom land. 
This land has been planted in 
wheat, corn, wild rice and celery 
and there is an abundance of float- 
ing smart weed, all of which is 
choice food for wild fowl and af- 
fords them ample privacy for the 
raising of their young. 

Great piles of sand and ground 
mussel shell, necessary to a wild 
goose diet, have been piled about 
the preserve. Two hundred Cana- 
dian geese have been imported and 
have been placed with numerous 
wild ducks in a 10-acre pen, four 
feet high. 

The decoys’ wings have been 
clipped. G. E. Bailey, keeper of the 
preserve, estimates there are 10,000 
mallards and about 40 wild geese 
on the enclosure. 

“Absolutely no hunting” signs 
have been posted.

NEW RECEIVER SOUGHT 
NS. W. STRAUS CRASH 


Suit Would Give Trustee Con- 
trol of All Property 
Involved. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—A bill in 
equity was filed in Federal Court 
today to bring about a Federal 
Court receivership for all proper- 
ties against which S. W. Straus & 
Co. sold bonds in the principal 
amount of $350,000,000 through its 
New York office to persons all over 
the country. 

The properties are located in the 


Eastern states. Under the action 
the receiver, acting for the Court, 
would replace all so-called “pro- 
tective” committees for Straus 
bonds. 

The suit was brought on behalf 
of holders of S. W. Straus & Co. 
bonds, directed against S. W. Straus 
& Co., its subsidiaries; against 
Louis F. Schultze, receiver for S. 
W. Straus & Co., and against a 


headed by Lewis H. Pounds called 
the “Independent Bondholders’ 
Committee,” and others. 

Also made defendants were the 
Straus Securities Co., Inc., the cor- 
poration formed by Samuel T. J.

The suit charged that a conspir- 
acy was entered into by the prin- 
cipal defendants to conceal frauds 
in the original sale of bonds, con- 
ceal “subsequent acts” with refer- 
ence to the bonds, and prevent “an 
honest, impartial and disinterested 
committee or other body” from 
scrutinizing “the said fraudulent 
acts.” 

The bill charged that the inde- 
pendent committee “is not an inde- 
pendent committee divorced from 
Straus interests, but will be simply 
a tool in the hands of the Straus 
organization.” ’ 

The suit asks that the defendants 
be enjoined from carrying out their 
alleged conspiracy, that the S. W. 
Straus & Co., Inc., and its employes 
be enjoined from acting as pro- 
tective committees or members of 
such committees, that the defend- 
ants be compelled to make an ac- 
counting, that the defendants be 
compelled to disclose the lists of 
bondholders, that the members of 
the independent committee be en- 
joined from further acting as pro- 
tective committee for the bonds, and 
that the Court appoint a receiver 
to act as substitute trustee.

Things are in the balance, and 
may remain so for a long time: 
but they might also be hastened 
under some impetus. And there 
are two kinds of impetus to be 
feared. 

Should events become increas- 
ingly disordered, especially in 
Austria, they might at last urge 
& power, notwithstanding its fear, 
into some irreparable act. Many 
wars have broken out thus, with- 
out anyone’s deliberately willing 
them, merely because two or more 
States had begun pricking each 
other in a diplomatic tourney to 
obtain some advantaze. 

Today the states and peoples 
are greatly afraid of war; but I 
am not sure that their fear is 
great enough to exclude the pos- 
sibility that what has already 
happened so many times, will 
happen again. 


The Chief Danger. 

But the chief danger would be 
this: If in some great Eurupean 
state the Generals were once 
more to imagine they had dis- 
covered the way to subdue the 
enemy completely in four or six 
weeks, and if they succeeded in 
infecting the Government wi:k 
their delusion. Today peace is 
guaranteed above all by the gen- 
eral fear that a new war migit 
last for years. Alas for the Goy- 
ernment that imagines it could 
finish it in two or three months. 

I believe that for this reason 
Germany is a danger today. The 
short, violent war is an old in- 
vention of Napoleon. 
eenth century made long, slow 
wars. But Germany is the coun- 
try in which the Napoleonic idea 
has taken the deepest root, and 
which has most obstinately and 
tenaciously sought for the sure 
secret of the short, violent war. 

In 1870, by forming her plans 
on the Napoleonic model, she suc- 
ceeded in destroying the French 
army and reaching Paris in six 
weeks. Since 1870 the German 
general staff has thought oniy of 
preparing the shortest and most 
violent war in history, in case 
Germany should find herseif at 
war with France or Russia. 

The plan prepared by Count 
Schlieffen for the war which 
broke out in 1914 proposed noth- 
ing less than to annihilate the 
French army in one gigantic bat- 
tle, and to-decide the war on the 
western front in six weeks. 

If the German headquarters 
staff had not believed that it pos- 
sessed the miraculous secret of 
the fulminating war, if it had 
suspected that Schlieffen’s plan 
could end in a trench war which 
would last four years, the war of 
1914 would never have brokea 


out. 


Germany Under Hitler. 

With the coming into power of 
Hitler’s party the Generals have 
once more become strong and in- 
fluential in Germany. But are 
they cured of the delusion of the 
short and violent war? Are they 
convinced that in 1870 Germany 
was favored by almost unique 
good fortune? That wars between 
powerful states, when their exist- 
ence is at stake, are nearly al- 
ways long—very long? That in 
history short wars have been & 
rare and happy exception, on 
which it is imprudent to count? 
I would like to hope so, but ! 
dare not!

TATESMEN must know the people. No 
§ statesman in these modern days can set 

himself aloof from the mass. Instead he 
should go toward the mass and raise the mass 
in intellect and in its standards of life. We 
have passed through enough, even in the most 
recent times, to know that dissatisfaction and 
suffering among the masses has its breaking 
point, and when that is reached there is dis 
ruption and perhaps complete disruption. On 
the other hand, the contentment of the mass 
is the best guarantee of a well-ordered state. 

A statesman should know the point of view 
of the masses. He must harmonize that point 
of view with the general well-being of the 
country. Failure in this has been the down- 
fall of many of our most powerful rulers and 
in this very day. To know the mass is, above 
all, the beginning of statesmanship in times 
of crisis. 

There is little need for a real statesman 
when sun, rain, warmth and the land are 
giving plenty and there are open markets for 
that plenty. A mere puppet can administer 
the affairs of a nation in good times. It is 
in hard and critical times that a leader is 
needed. 

I have never been asbamed of the heavy 
manual labor which was my lot in my boy- 
hoed and youth. There were days of ardu- 
ous toil, but they gave me that solid founda- 
tion from which I coule view the whole scene 
of humanity from the bottom upward. It 
was no mere touch with humanity; it was 
being part of its very life, its difficulties, its 
sufferings, its anguishes, pains and pleasures. 


Knew Hardships 
in Early Life. 


Starvation and family privation are well 
known to me. I have lived the struggle for 
life in its most virile adversity and know the 
ebb and flow of hardship even to the point 
of maddening recklessness. 

Now that I am in a position of command 
and responsibility, I have not, forgotten those 
days. I have not forgotten the masses. Quite 
the contrary, they are among the first of my 
governmental tasks. 

What is more, even to keep that memory 
alive, there is not a week passes but that 
I make a visit to farm or factory and there 
inspect at first hand and for my own satis- 
faction the conditions under Which the men 
and women, the families of Italy, live and 
work. 

These inspections are not exhibitions espe- 
cially organized because of the visit of the 
head of the Italian Government.* I wander 
into the most unexpected places. 

In my recent visit to the Pontine marshes 
I spent a whole day working, talking, listen- 
ing among the peasants and seeing what was 
going on. There was an official program, but 
that official program had to take second 
place to my desire to visit the homes and 
the schools of the peasants and hear what 
they had to say. It was dn inspection not 


an inspection besides of what the supervisors 
were doing with the peasants.

I think that without hesitation I can say 
that I have mechanized Italy on the farm. 
Tractors, steam plows and that vast array 
of big farm machinery of today, which is now 
a part of modern farm equipment, were rare 
in Italy in 1922. 

Now there is hardly a farm which does not 
have some mechanical equipment, while those 
which we have recovered lately from waste 
or marshy lands are equipped with the very 
latest farm machinery. We have mechanized 
Italy, too, in the air and on the sea as well 
as on the land. Balbo’s squadrons and the 
steamship ‘‘Rex” are sufficient proof of that. 

I like to be among the machines and the 
men of the machines. My visit to a factory 
is just. as thorough as any visit to the farms. 
I watch for safety devices, for healthy condi- 
tions, for fair hours and fair pay. 


Betterments Wrought 
in a Few Years. 


The factory workers’ houses are part of 
the housing schemes of every industrial city. 
These schemes are all-inclusive, providing not 
alone for the sanitary condition of the house 
itself but also for the welfare of the entire 
family—playgrounds for the children, sports 
for the youth and amusement facilities for 
all classes. 

Yet, when Fascism came to power I doubt 
whether there was an organized playground 
in the whole of Italy. There were almost 
no athletic stadia, but every city and village 
has one now. 

Volumes could be written on these Fascist 
activities and it is not within the scope of 
an article like this to deal with these prob- 
lems. 

It is sufficient to know that they existed 
and have been solved to realize how Fascism 
has gone toward the people, has taken up 
the people’s problems and has solved them in 
such @ way. * , 

I doubt whether in the whole world, with 
equal economic situations, that there exists 
such perfectly organized workmen’s welfare 
I doubt 
that in similar conditions there is anything 
better in housing, city planning, recreation 
and hygiene. 

This is the result of knowing the viewpoint 
of the working classes. I think that in deal- 
ing with labor problems most governments 
have tried to solve these problems from a 
wholly unilateral aspect. 

To begin with, both capital and labor 
suspect one another, and both suspect the 
Government. It is for this reason that it is 


so essential that the men charged with gov-. 


ernment should know how to approach these 
problems. 


Wrong to Swing 
to the Extremes. 


I know that my long years of toil as @ 
workman have made me feel the needs, the 


emotions-ahd aspirations of the working class.

At the same time, my viewpoint as the owner 
of a newspaper has given me the direct ap- 
proach to the gulf which separates the two 
contending forces. 

There must be an authority where the two 
claims can be judged, and that authority can 
be no other than the State. Therefore to 
encompass fully that problem the knowledge 
of the approaches must be acquired, and then 
we are at least on the way to solution. 

Too much has been done in the past by 
swinging first to the right and then by a 
change in government directly to the left. 
There are underlying principles which must 
be reconciled. 

The reason that we have solved the conflict 
of capital and labor in Italy is because we 
have approached it with the knowledge of 
both grievances and because we have set up 
the State to be the chief authority and ar- 
biter in the judgment of those grievances. 

In 1926, when I opened an artistic exhibi- 
tion at Milan, I defined politics as having 
been an art, and it is still an art today—the 
sovereign and most difficult of the arts be- 
cause it is applied to the most difficult ma- 
terial: MAN. 

Politics is therefore psychology. A master 
of politics must be a psychologist. Hf he lacks 
this quality he lacks the fundamental 
element. It is necessary to know the psychol- 
ogy of men and to follow its variations in re- 
lation to time and space. 

But in order to know men and above all 
mass psychology one must have lived among 
them. He who thinks that he can govern 
remaining on the too literary “tower of 
ivory” runs the risk of failure. 


Always Need of 
Personal Contacts. 


I consider government as the general staff 
of the nation. The general staff must live 
in immediate contact with the troops if it 
wishes to understand the “morale.” This 
contact between government and people has 
been the method which I have ‘constantly 
followed these first 11 years of the Fascist 
revolution. 

When I say “contact” I do not mean some- 
thing fleeting or detached, but true and real 
personal contact, mixing directly with the 
masses, who must be able to see from close 


‘| up the one who directs them. 


The great factor which explained the Na- 
poleonic victories is that, in contrast with 
the Austrian generals, the French officers—- 
sons of the Revolution—marehed to the at- 
tack at the head of their troops and lived 
during their halts in perfect comradeship 
with their men. 

How could ‘soldiers fail to follow blindly 
a leader like Murat, who threw himself into 
the charge in his parade uniform, or a Ney, 
who was called “The Red Lion” by his men, 
or a Lannes, who fell in battle, or a Desaix, 
or a Kellerman, who turned the battle of 
Marengo, so very whcertain at the beginning, 
into a prodigious victory? 

Even in times of peace, even in so-called 
times of routine administration, the govern- 
ing man must be in his file at the head of 
his men. He must show the example, and 
for the example to be efficacious it must be 
directly seen and understood by the masses.

The difficulty is above all one 
of a new political nature. Not 
one of those Governments has 
found as yet the compact and luy- 
al majority which in a parliamen- 
tary regime is indispensable to 
support the action of a Minister 
when that Minister’s obligation is 
to increase the resources of the 
state and to lessen expenses, that 
is to say;.to take unpopular mea- 
sures in the full blast of an eco- 
nomic crisis. 

Will that majority be formed? 
And how will it be formed? At 
the date of writing, no one can 
foretell the evolutions which will 
manifest themselves in the vari- 
ous groups of the Chamber of 
Deputies. At this very hour, a 
sort of molecular disaggrega‘ion 
is producing itself. The Socialist 
party is tearing itself apart with 
dissensions that are well known. 
It would be entirely contrary to 
the methods of rational politics 
and to the scientific spirit to at- 
tempt to determine the impor- 
tance and consequences of these 
issues. 


Policy of Sacrifice. 


This formula has often been 
stated: “Either monetary inflation 
or budgetary deflation.’’ The rad- 
ical party has chosen the second 
of these alternatives and adheres 
to it despite the historic injustice 
to which it finds itself exposed 
once more, having been obliged to? 
substitute a policy of sacrifice for 
a policy of prodigality practiced 
by preceding governments. Since 
there is no sort of equity in pol- 
itics, the present Ministers are 
forced to practice deflation under 
the very fire of those by whose 
laxity it became necessary. 

Despite the danger in the pres- 
ent, we hold firmly to the position 
dictated by the ultimate interests 
of the nation. For what reasons? 
For the reasons given in_ the 
Chamber on Oct. 22 by the Min- 
ister of Finance. For the rea- 
sons which pind us to the stabil- 
ity of our ctrrency, following the 
doctrine stated in London, June 
27, by Georges Bonnet, and also 
because the results already ob- 
tained. by his policy oblige us to 
pursue it. 

In France and abroad, every- 
one ponders the measures sstiil 
necessary to re-establish our 
finances. It would be wrong t» 
underrate the considerable ameli- 
oration already effected by eco- 
nomic or fiscal measures, while 
we have already diminished our 
deficit by about 10,000,000,000 
francs. * 

Defense of our currency and 
re-establishment of budgetary 
balance—these problems remain 
ours as against the problems of 
those who preach a policy of fa- 
cility and who invite us to await 
the end of the crisis before we 
put our affairs in order.

T HERE is no doubt that French politics is passing through trou.

“Fiscal Fraud.” 


It ft essential to know ia 
France, as well as abroad, that 
the portion of our budget which 
can be eliminated represents only - 
31,000,000,000 francs. Arrears of 
public debts cannot be touched, 

Then, we hear from all sides, 
“reduce the national defense cred- 
it.” I do not think that I am suz~ 
pect as regards this subject. In 
the summer of 1932 I caused a 
vote for a considerable reduction 
of the military budget. Nobody 
pretends that a further reduction 
in certain details is impossible. 
But in general I do not see how 
any French Premier would agree, 
in the current situation of Europe 
and the world, to make funda- 
mental reductions. It is too 
often forgotten that since the war 
we have spontaneously reduced, 
if only by a considerable reduc- 
tion of service terms, our forces, 
in proportions to an extent too 
often underrated. 

We should with the same frank- 
ness* admit the evil from which 
France is suffering and which is 
fiscal fraud. The Government tas 
pointed out the considerable proe 
portion of real. estate revenue 
which has escaped general ta&%a- 
tion. This failure to pay is eVal- 
uated at 10,000,000,000 frances. 

Personally, I am inclined to be 
lieve that, if the French loyally 
paid taxes, finance would be aoe 
trouble whatsoever. Unhappily, 
our fiscal system is too recent to 
function with the regularity so 
much admired in Britain. Con- 
trol is necessary. All honest 
Frenchmen should co-operate to 
obtain the suppression of the fis- 
cal fraud., 


Too Many Tax Exemptions ..

the British army was dubbed by certain 


German leaders—it doesn’t seem plausible 
that she, Germany, would have passed up 
an opportunity of attacking France in 
1914, even had she known that Great 
Britain would support France. — 

Bear in mind that Great Britain had 
pledged herself, along with other Euro- 
pean Powers, in the latter part of the 
nineteenth century, to protect the neutral- 
ity of Belgium, and other small European 
countries. Her ultimatum to Germany 
of Aug. 1 was based entirely upon viola- 
tion of this treaty. She gave Germany 
until midnight, Aug. 3, to answer, which 
was ample time to halt her advance on 
Belgium. But here Germany showed her 
contempt for Great Britain, and proceed- 
ed in her violation of the Belgium neutral- 
ity. It is very doubtful, had Belgium not 
been violated, whether public opinion in 
England would have supported the decla- 
ration of war. 

Lord Grey never denied the existence 
of a military understanding with France, 
and this you can see if you read his well- 
known book, “Twenty-Five Years,” but 
he did deny the existence of any treaty 
guaranteeing to support France in the 
event of war for, as a matter of fact, no 
such promise existed. The French Gov- 
ernment through its Ambassador, Paul 
Cambon, tried repeatedly to make Lord 
Grey commit his government to such a 
promise, but he steadfastly refused. This 
fact is amply borne out by records of the 
British Foreign Office. As a matter of 
history, Lord Grey averted war more 
than once in the years between 1908 and 
1914, and had the German Government 
and the Kaiser heeded his frantic re- 
quests in July, 1914, war would have been 
averted then. At that time, he asked that 
Germany join with England and France 
and Austria in an Ambassadors’ confer- 
ence, to attempt to settle the dispute be- 
tween Austria and Serbia. Germany ig- 
nored his request, and upheld Austria in 
her humiliating ultimatum against Serbia. 

Lord Grey failed, not through chicanery 
and secret diplomacy, as suggested in 
your editorial, but because he was pas- 
sionately opposed to war, and was such 
@ high-minded type of gentleman that in 
the crisis he was unable to cope with the 
lying and cheating diplomats of the Cen- 
tral Powers.

Revised Age Limits in Civil Service, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

examinations from 40 to 58 years.

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The present period of uncertainty in the United 
States is due to an apprehension that money is going 
to be cheapened. It is impossible for capital to ven- 
ture anything at such a time. 

President Roosevelt is well aware of this situa- 
tion, and he has promised that when the time comes 
he will stabilize the currency. To do so before that 
time comes would, in his own phrase, be to put the 
cart before the horse. The Government is engaged 
in two great fiscal adventures: : 

1. It is buying gold in the open market for the pur 
pose of cheapening the dollar in relation to foreign 
exchange, an operation designed at bottom to raise 
prices, primarily of farm crops. 2. It is expending up- 
ward of 13 billions of dollars in public works, outright 
relief to the unemployed, reforestation, power projects, 
home and farm mortgage loans, development of water- 
ways, advancements through the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to railroads and banks, and financ- 
ing of publicly-owned utilities in cities and towns. 

Neither of these great emprises, which have no 
counterpart in history, can revive the national econ- 
omy overnight. Granted they possess all the cura- 
tive powers ascribed to them by their supporters, 
they cannot be expected to prove themselves without 
having been given time to do so. The gold operation 
remains in doubt. It is having the effect of cheapen- 
ing the dollar abroad. It remains to be seen whether 
it will have the effect of increasing American ex- 
ports. If its sponsors have believed that it will 
increase commodity prices in our own country, this 
remains to be proved. If they have sometimes been 
apprehensive that it will result in the cheapening 
of all currencies in accord with the cheapening of 
our own, this also lies on the lap of the gods. 

The whole world is watching to see what will hap- 
pen. It is naturally interested in the testing gy such 
a great creditor nation as our own of a theory which, 
like the Devil, has been for centuries going to and 
fro in the earth and walking up and down in it. The 
United States has at least had the courage to try it. 
More than this, so far as we know, cannot be said 
at the time. The wise man disposes to hold his 
tongue. If the theory is correct, we shall have learned 
something. It is is incorrect, we will at least be 
richer in experience and no poorer in fact. 

To pump billions into the national economy can 
have its full effect only when this money shall dis- 
seminate through the mass. How slow this infiltra- 
tion is, and how even years of time are required for 
it to reach the least man, we learned during the 
World War. All the combatants began to spend huge 
sums of money in the United States. They bought 
munitions, mules, steel, lumber, tractors, wheat, 
corn, cotton, meat, clothing, shoes, tents and almost 
everything essential to the conduct of war upon a 
colossal scale. When our own country went into the 
war, this expenditure was immensely accelerated. Yet 
the war was over before the full effect of such ap 
infiltration was felt in every walk of life. The Presi- 
dent has not forgotten this. He has said that we 
must not have another winter like last winter. He 
seeks to avoid it by making available $400,000,000 
for the employment through December and January 
of those still standing in the bread lines. By this 
time next year, the story should be different. 

"It is unfortunate that the uncertainty as to 
the value of money makes it impossible for the 
President to wait upon these developments with- 
out exercising more of his special powers. Under 
the Thomas amendment, the President is em- 
powered “to regulate the weight of the gold dollar 


and the ratio of gold to silver, and to provide for: 


the unlimited coinage of gold and silver.” 

Reports from Washington that the Government is 
to resort to bimetallism are not surprising. Congress 
meets in January. If the situation is no better then 
than it is now, inflation is almost certain to have 
the whip hand.. The prospect of bimetallism is much 
less terrifying. We must recall that the United 
States had bimetallism in one form and another from 
1792 to 1873; that bimetallism prevailed in all the 
continental nations of Europe consistently until the 
great gold discoveries of the last century lifted gold 
to that eminence it has for so long enjoyed. Never- 
theless, one-half the people in the world remain on 
a silver basis. The chief claim made for bimetallism 
is that it would revive the econumy of the Orient, of 
Mexico, of Central America and South America. They 
have no gold. The effect of siphoning gold off to 
America and France after the World War was to 
impoverish all the rest of the world, to leave it 
without a medium of foreign exchange.

| the world’s gold supply remains for the purposes of 


for almost 40 years, say that if the United 
States fixed the ratio of silver to gold at ap 
proximately 14 to 1, the price of silver would rise to 
about $1.29 an ounce. This would be, so they claim, 
to increase the value of money in all the countries 
on a silver basis. It would also be to put American 
farmers and manufacturers in all the world markets 
upon an equal footing with their competitors. We 
are not now upon an equal footing with our com- 
petitors in any foreign market. This is because the 
United States and France between them have 70 per 
cent of the gold of the world. Only 30 per cent of 


all other nations, admittedly the underlying cause of 
trade stagnation even to the isles of the sea. — 

How serious this is to the international economy 
is easily understood when we recall that all inter- 
national exchange must: be on a gold basis while 
gold is the standard of creditor nations such as the 
United States, England and France. What silver 
would mean to the rest of the world is igdicated by 
the last payment on the British debt. We let England 
pay us in silver bars at 50 cents an ounce. This is 
what is known as symmetallism, or that system of 
coinage in which the unit of currency consists of 
a certain weight in two or more metals, as gold and 
silver, combined. Under symmetallism, the reserves 
behind paper money are not held in coin but in 
bullion. 

There is & great difference of opinion as to the 
extent to which a free and unlimited coinage of 
silver would revive the international economy. Our 
own view of this matter in the United States is 
prejudiced by the bitterness of the Bryan campaigns 
and the advocacy of bimetallism upon the part of 
men representing silver-producing states. The subject 
is freed from this prejudice when bimetallism is ad- 
vocated by British fiscal experts and such groups 
in our own country as the Committee for the Nation, 
the name given an association of industrialists and fi- 
nanciers headed by Frank A. Vanderlip. Mr. Van- 
derlip was formerly president of the New York 
Clearing House. It is his opinion and the judgment 
of his associates that the adoption of bimetallism by 
the United States would force bimetallism upon 
England. That is, so they say, England could not 
give us such an advantage in the Orient. If we sent 
silver to $1.29 an ounce, the value of money in the 
Orient would be almost trebled. Its purchasing power 
for United States’ products would be greatly in- 
creased. The United States produces almost every- 
thing the Orientals want. Given a fair chance to do 
so, they buy from us freely. They are the largest 
buyers of American cotton. The sole reason they 
are not buying heavily from us now in other fields 
is that their money is all but worthless. 

Upon its reverse side, bimetallism is far from be- 
ing the bugaboo in 1933 that it was in 1896. In 1896, 
the United States was a debtor nation. It is possible 
that it could not have adopted bimetallism then with- 
out losing gold. If so, this is not the case now. The 
United States has become a creditor country. A 
creditor country is never in any great danger of los- 
ing its gold. The President is more or less com- 
mitted to bimetallism. To put the United States upon 
a bimetallic basis is one of the extraordinary powers 
granted him by Congress. He may remain, as he has 
been, dubious of the efficacy of bimetallism. He can- 
not be insensible either to the widespread sup 
port it enjoys as an alternative to inflation or the 
implication to our own domestic economy of recovery 
.in China, India, South America, Central America 
and Mexico. Indeed, it is not unlikely that bi- 
metallism would immensely stimulate the economy 
of Japan, a nation whose monetary unit is more 
nearly akin to silver than it is to gold. 

The President is thought to hesitate chiefly because 
he wants to be sure that bimetallism would be in the 
interest of the whole country and not just a few 
silver-producing states. We are not really a great 
producer of silver. In 1931, the last year for which 
the record is available, we produced about one-ninth 
of the world supply, whereas Mexico produced almost 
one-half. 

We agree in part with Arthur Brisbane that there 
is no exact science of money. Too many factors enter 
into all monetary systems for us to have any great 
certitude about how the gold operation will come out, 
or as to how far the remonetization of silver may be 
a specific. We can be sure of only one thing, that 
the present uncertainty over the value of money must 
end as quickly as possible. 


It must have a fixed value, and that speedily. 


- The Recognition of Russia 


It was a foregone conclusion that President Roose- 
velt meant to recognize Russia and end the unfor- 
tunate deadlock which has divided these two great 
nations for 16 years. Had he not meant to do so, 
he would not have invited Russia to send a represen- 
tative to him to talk the matter over. 

The terms of recognition are so frank and fair as 
to warrant belief that the ‘traditional friendship be- 
tween Russia and the United States may continue 
uninterrupted. The Russians have receded from 
their dream of world revolution. They agree not to 
finance or participate in propaganda against capital- 
ism in the United States, and we agree in turn to 
respect the domestic politics of Russia. That is a 
logical modus operandi between two nations which 
are hopelessly apart in their domestic politics but 
still need each other in a thousand ways. 

There is a destiny of nations which transcends 
all such immediacies as those which have estranged 
the United States from Russia. We bear a prophetic 
relation to the rest of the world, and so does Russia. 
The Post-Dispatch repeats that it would be to defeat 
the usefulness of both countries for them to turn 
their backs upon each other, as it would be to dis- 
turb one of the greatest of all political balances. 
Peace in the Orient, as well as peace in the Pacific 
Océan, is an essential corollary to friendship between 
Russia and the United States. Louis Fischer, who 
has been in Moscow 10 years for the Nation,*says 
the greatest debate of our time is now going on in 
Tokio between the advocates of Japanese expansion 
and its opponents. Its political implications to the 
rest of the world are terrific. ~ 

There are political imponderables in recognition 
that have operated powerfully to sweep aside all 
prejudice and misunderstanding between Russia and 
the United States. We may little understand them, 
as perhaps few of us do; but Moscow understands 
them; Washington understands them. So do Tokio, 
London and Paris. This world upon which we live 


is a moving and ever-changing scene. New peoples 


* 


rise, and old peoples perish. It has always been so, 
and it always will be so, There is, as Shakespeare 
says, a divinity that shapes our ends, and we have 
no notion how they will be shaped. We have to guide 
us only the genius of humankind, and that genius 
has for years solemnly exhorted us to friendship with 
Russia. 

It goes without saying that the American people 
are glad to have the quarrel ended. While they have 
not often agreed with Russian political and social 
theories, the Citizens of our country have unquestion- 
ably sympathized with the aspirations of 160,000,000 
people who were for centuries held illiterate, and who 
were cut off from that light and learning which 
have been ever since the Renaissance the true ben- 
ison of civilization in all advantaged lands. The Rus- 
sians are a great people who have never been able 
to call their souls their own. Their rise in the 
scale of civilization from this time on should be 
come one of the most spectacular chapters of history. 

Honor and fair dealing between the two countries. 
can be helpful to the national economies of both. 
The United States has money it needs to put to 
work, and Russia needs money with which to put 
herself to work. What a happy change from stagna- 
tion and bickering the present prospect promises! 

The President, we feel sure, enjoys the gratitude 
of the people. We have no quarrel] with any foreign 
land. We would far rather the nations dwelt to- 
gether in amity than otherwise. There is no finer 
or truer expression of the heart of America than 
that which would make the world a better place in 
which to live, and Mr. Roosevelt has shown us one 
way to do it.

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Do They Know Enough? 


FINDING A JOB. By Roger W. Babson. 
(Fleming H. Revell Co., New-York City.) 


E have with us this evening, as chair- 

men say by way of presenting the 

speaker of the evening, one who needs 
no introduction. Roger W. Babson is unl- 
versally known as a great business wizard, 
and when he consents to speak on a subject 
so near to the hearts of multitudes as that 
which he has chosen—“Finding a Job”—one 
cak almost hear the world-wide rustle of 
uncounted ears pricked up. 


Now, when Mr. Babson began writing 


this book, so he tells us, his sole purpose 


was “to help young people to secure a job.” 
Not that he really knew specifically where 
the jobs were to be found, as the text at 
long last reveals, but rather in the loftien 
sense of stimulating, by the administration 
of appropriate homilies, “those great. quali- 
ties of initiative, self-control, courage and 
persistence which are spiritual and which 
come only through right living, prayerful 
meditation and service for others.” 

But, as Mr. Babson. proceeded, an illumt!- 
nating revelation came to him. He noted 


that “the nation was bulging over with raw 


materials and manufactured goods of every 
kind,” while millions were in dire need. 
Being a business wizard, he coul 
as a flash “the great importance attached 
to distribution.” Our distribution system 
“had entirely broken down”; therefore, the 
“greatest immediate opportunity, open to 
young people” was not in the fiel of pro- 


‘duction, but of distribution. ~- 


“The return of good business and employ- 
ment under our present system,” he ob- 
serves, “is not awaiting a quack cure-all or 
the adoption of some economic fad, but an 
increased expenditure on research, salesman- 
ship and advertising, to bring distribution 
in line with production.” 


In other words, the millions of young peo- 
ple in need of a job should go into the high- 
pressure selling game, that the jobless and 
moneyless millions may be awakened to 
their long-neglected ‘duty as buyers and con- 
sumers. “The nation needs only orders for 
goods,” we are assured, “Business is wait- 
ing only for more sales,” we are told, and, 
“If the millions of unemployed would start 
out today to sell the products of factories 
which are running on part time, prosperity 
would return tomorrow.” That is to say, if 
the millions of unemployed would only have 
the push and enterprise to sell each other 
what they have not the money to buy, soon 
“verybody would have plenty. 

It is, one gathers, a matter of very stub- 
born “sales resistance”: but “certainly,” 
says Mr. Babson, “business is never made 
better by people loafing. If everyone would 
be willing to work harder in times of de- 
pression, the depression would soon be over.” 
Work harder at what, Mr. Babson? 
uh—just -work harder to find some. work 
to work harder at, and, failing in this, work 
harder to overcome your own “sales Te 


. sistance” and that of your equally stubborn 


and moneyless neighbors. What the nation 
needs is “more orders for goods”; and if 
the moneyless millions would only begin to 
buy with all their might, they would soon 
have jobs and plenty of money. 

Nothing so thoroughly establishes

the 


truth of a matter as statistics, and Mr. Bab- 
son is not only a statistician himself, but 
employs a large staff of statisticians. We 
may well, then, be impressed when he re- 
marks that “statistics show there are more 
opportunities for young people today than 
ever before in the history of our country.” 

“The number of unemployed,” he. contin- 
ues, “is no criterion of the number of op- 
portunitiés. The number of unemployed is 
rather a barometer of the character, indus- 
try, initiative and courage of the people.” 
Furthermore, “Unemployment—like crime— 
is due largely to the wrong motives and 
ambitions which young people get from 


pernicious movies, irresponsible newspapers 


and cheap magazines.” 

Mr. Babson, the economic expert, has no 
patience with those theorists who see a di- 
rect relation between the development of 
labor-saving machinery and the great eco- 
nomic breakdown, and he has his statis- 
tical reasons. “Statistics show that far less 
automatic machinery is used during periods 
of unemployment than during periods of 
employment,” and, indeed, quite obviously, 
they should do so, if they don’t. 


But, getting right down to brass tacks, 
Mr Babson sums the whole matter up in 
one swift and masterly sentence: “The only 
solution (of the unemployment problem) is 
the elimination of unemployment through 
putting more people to work.” ¢ 

But even if working harder to find some 
work to work harder at should prove un- 
availing, “Remember,” says Mr. Babson, 
“that now, while unemployed, you have a 
great opportunity to build yourself up phys- 
ically, mentally and spiritually.” (With the 
wife worried sick at home, the rent long 
over-due and the children hungry!) “Go 
to a free clinic and get examined. Ask for 
some advice as to diet.” (But where to 
get the diet, Mr. Babson!) “Spend an hour 
a day just storing up your physical bat- 
teries.” (With what, Mr. Babson?) 
“Breathe deeply, drink much water, chew 
your food.” (What food, Mr. Babson”) 
“Remember that you have’as much time as 
President Roosevelt or Henry Ford. The 
difference between you and them {is in the 
way you use this time.” (Applesauce, Mr, 
Babson!) 

Having éxhausted the subject of the neces- 
sity of concentrating on distribution through 
high-pressure sales methods, production be- 
ing already overdone, according to his argu- 


» ment, Mr. Babson discovers another vital 


necessity, as follows: “I am appealing, 
therefore” (Wherefore, Mr. Babson?) “to 
parents and young people that they assume 
the risks of startin new industries” 
What! Still more ndasteian with so many 
shut down or only limping along on part 
time? This hardly seems in keeping with 
the voluminously. labored thesis of the book! 

Can it be that our business wizards and 
our economic leaders really don’t know 
enough to save us?

Chevrolet Likely 
To Sell 600,000 Cars 
And Trucks This Year 


Retail sales reported by Chevrolet 
dealers for the first 10 months of 
the year exceeded all estimates, W. 
E. Holler, general sales manager, 
announces. 

Sales in October totaled 50,988 
new cars and trucks, by far the 
best October since 1929. The figure 
compares with 58,000 in September 
and 18,547 in October last year. So 
this October was 175 per cent bet- 
ter than last. 

Ten month sales this year dealers 
reported as totaling 550,816 new 
cars and trucks, compared with 354,- 
517 in the comparable period last 
year, a gain of 55.4 per cent. 

“At this time last year,” Holler 
said, “we set a quota of 450,000 new 
cars and trucks for 1933. We felt 
at that time that the quota if any- 
thing, was on the liberal side, be- 
cause we sold only about 378,000 
units in 1932. But our 1933 quota 
was met in mid-summer, and on 
Aug. 1 we moved it to 508,000 cars 
and trucks. This figure was so far 
exceeded by the end of October 
that we stand an excellent chance 
of selling close to 600,000 units be- 
fore the end of 1933.”

Ford Truck Starts 
To Beat Best Train 
Time Across U. S. 


Scheduled From New York to Los 
Angeles in Less Than Three 
Days. 

Scheduled to beat the running 
time of the fastest transcontinental 
trains, a Ford V-8 truck with a full 
load of merchandise tonight starts 
across the country from Atlantic 
City to Los Angeles in an effort 
to cover the 3044 miles in less than 
three days. It will pass through St. 
Louis about 7:30 tomorrow night. 
The truck, a standard one-and-a- 
half-ton panel model, will be driven 
alternately by three drivers and 
will carry a representative of the 
Keystone Automobile Club as offi- 
cial observer. It will stop only for 

gasoline, oil and water. 

In addition to the four passen- 
gers and a full load of freight, the 
truck, known as the Ford V-8 
Transcontinental Freighter, will 
carry improvised bunks so that 
drivers and observer may take 
turns sleeping. Sandwiches, fruit 
chocolate and water sufficient for 
three days are to be carried so that 
it will not be necessary to stop for 
food. 

The truck is in every respect a 
stock model, according to M. N. 
Johnson, St. Louis manager for the 
Ford Moter Co. In fact, he said, 
the motor was taken from a dem- 
onstration car that recently ran 
700 miles in 24 hours locked in sec- 
ond gear. 

Leaving Atlantic City, the car is 
scheduled to pass through or 
around Baltimore, Wheeling, Co- 
lumbus, Indianapolis,, Terre Haute 
St. Louis, Springfield, Tulsa, Ok- 
lahoma City, Amarillo, Albu- 
querque, Kingman, and San Bernar- 
dino to Los Angeles. 


Fisher Body Guild 
Scholarship Prizes

The Fisher Body Craftsman’s 
Guild, which has interested over 
750,000 American and Canadian 
youths in fine craftsmanship in its 
three years will offer more scholar- 
ship awards in its fourth annual 
competition. 

Twenty-four university scholar- 
ships of an aggregate value of $51,- 
000 will be awarded in the 1933-34 
competition. Only six were offered 
this year, although seven were 
awarded because of a tie between 
two Canadian entrants. 

All state lines are abolished in 
the competition, with the provision 
that 16 of the 24: Scholarships will 
go to boys in the United States ana 
the other eight to Canada. All 
coaches will be judged in Detroit 
or Toronto, and all will be eligible 
for national judging, in contrast 
to last year’s rules which held that 
only state winners were eligible 
for the main scholarship awards. 

The’ inter-school competition and 
plaque awards will be continued. 

The 24 university scholarships 
will be divided into six of $5000 
each; six of $2000 each: six of

dozen newcomers have failed to 
survive. Unless some revolutionary 
fundamental is developed outside 
of the industry, the lineup now ap- 
pears settled. 
Oldsmobile the Oldest. 

General Motors is not the oldest 
manufacturer in the field, but one 
of its units can claim that distinc- 
tion. Oldsmobile, the first, was es- 
tablished in 1897 by Ransom E. 
Olds, later head of Reo, and was 
not absorbed by General Motors un- 
til the corporation was launched by 
William C. Durant in 1908 around 
the Buick Motor Co. , 

Packard (1900) is the second old- 
est make. Pierce-Arrow (1901) 
ranks in third place with Ford and 
Buic& organized in 1903. Reo (1904), 
Cadillac (1905) Hupp (1908) and 
Hudson (1909) were others in the 
pioneer field. Chevrolet (1911), Stu- 
debaker (1911), Dodge (1914) and 
Nash (1916) came shortly after- 
wards. / 

The early history of General Mo- 
tors was colored chiefly by the rap- 
id moves of Durant. Of the 10 
automobile companies he brought 
into the organization the first year, 
Cadillac, Olds and Buick survive 
with Pontiac the outgrowth ef the 
Oakland Motor Car Co. 

Durant’s original plan was to 
merge Buick with Ford, Reo, Max- 
well, Briscoe and Olds. He failed 
to get Ford. What effect a Ford- 
General Motors combine might have 
had on the automobile industry is 
impossible to conceive. 

G. M. Celebration Simple. 

Durant lost control of the com- 
pany in 1911, but built up the com- 
petitive Chevrolet to a point where 
through it he again got control of 
General Motors in 1915. Within 
seven years Chevrolet had over- 
shadowed Buick as the volume pro- 
ducer of the organization. 

General Motors’ birthday celebra- 
tion will be simple compared to the 
position the corporation occupies in 
the industry. Elaborate displays 
and ostentation have been banned 
by executives. The principal con- 
tribution comes in a book by Arthur 
Pound, in which, after three years 
of research, he reviews the history 
of the automobile. 

Ford Show for New York. 

While General Motors marks its 
silver jubilee, the Ford Motor Co. 
will continue its “Thirty Years of 
Progress” exposition. It was learned 
definitely this week that the indus- 
trial show that drew more than 
1,000,000 to Convention Hall here 
will be repeated in New York dur- 
ing the Automobile Show. No deci- 
sion has been reached on future 
plans, but it is said that Chicago 
may also see the show if space can 
be found. . 

Anothér important piece of auto- 
mobile news of the week is that the 
retail autombobile price fixing code 
will not be ready for another week. 
It had been intended to put this 
feature of the NRA into effect Nov. 
15. Delays in compiling the used car 
list from which trade-in values will 
be fixed caused the postponement.

TELLS HOW SCOUTS 
ARE ADING BLUE EAGLE 


J. E. West, Chief Executive, 
Visits City; Cites Gain 
in Membership, 


James E. West, chief executive of 
the National Boy Scout Council, 
was in St. Louis last week at the 


conclusion of a tour of Montana 
and the Dakotas and spent two 
days inspecting the St. Louis Coun- 
cil and talking with its staff mem- 
bers. 

Dr. West also conferred with 
Walter W. Head, president of the 
National Council, who recently 
moved to St. Louis from New York. 
Head is the national volunteer lead- 
er of the scouts and West is the 
phead of the professional staff. Head 
and West talked about plans for 
the celebration of the Boy Scouts’ 
twenty-fifth anniversary in 1935. 

West said that the Boy Scouts 
had gained in membership during 
the depression, which he said was 
the time when most members were 
needed. In this respect, he said, 
the St. Louis Council was a model. 
By a membership drive last spring 
it attained the greatest enrollment 
of scouts per thousand boys of 
scout age of any council in the 
country. 

Dr. West stated that the more 
than 1,286,000 scouts in the country 
were “doing all they could” to fur- 
ther the Roosevelt recovery pro- 
gram. Scouts were especially ac- 
tive in distributing blue eagle lit- 
erature and in collecting pledges. 

“Gen Johnson has said,” he 
added, “that no organization in the 
United States has devoted more 
time to furthering the NRA pro- 
gram than the scout organization. 

“The value of scouting to the 
administration has also been shown 
in another quarter. We have just 
had word from President Roosevelt 
that many of the junior members 
in the Civilian Conservation Corps 
were found to be former Boy 
Scouts.” 

Dr. West paid especial attention 
to the cubs while he was here. He 
visited a meeting of Den Mothers 
of the St. Louis organization at Pil- 
grim Congregational Church. Later 
he quoted Lord Baden-Powell, 
founder of the scout movement: “If 
I were faced with the choice of put- 
ting my son in either the cubs or 
the scouts, I would choose the cubs 
—so important, to my mind, is dis- 
cipline early in a boy’s life. 

Dr. West, formerly a Washington 
attorney, has been connected with 
the scout movement since 1911. He 
was active in many movements to 
provide better recreational facili- 
ties for boys in Washington prior 
to that. 

The number of streamers award- 
ed at the Merit Badge Show this 
year was 132, only five troops fail- 
ing to win awards. Eighty-five 
blue streamers, 41 reds, and six 
greens were given out. The scouts’ 
booths are judged on a point score 
and those making 80 per cent or 
better get blues, those over 60 per 
cent reds, and those over 50 per 
cent greens. The attendance at 
the show was 26,000 for three night 
and one matinee performance,

CLEARED IN ARSON PLOT 


Morris Fendelman of St. Louis 
Acquitted at Salem, IIl., 
in Centralia Case.

SALEM, Ih, Nov. 18.—Morris 
Fendelman, St. Louis insurance ad- 
juster, was acquitted in Circuit 
Court here today of a charge of 
conspiracy to commit arson in con<- 
nection with the $372,000 fire which 
wiped out several blocks of the 


downtown Centralia business dis- 
trict on May 15, 1932. The jury, 
deliberated four hours. 

Fendelman was charged with 
having written, prior to the fire, a 
contract with Charles Silver, then 
a Centralia furniture dealer, to han- 
dle insurance adjustment on Silk 
ver’s loss. The State charged that 
the contract was written and signed 
on April 28, more than two weeks 
before the fire, and contended that 
Fendelman was to get 10 per cent 
of the indemnity for his services. 

The contract introduced in evk 
dence was written in English, a 
point capitalized by the defense, 
which produced witnesses who tes- 
tified Fendelman could write no 
English except his name. Defense 
witnesses also testified Fendelman 
was attending a Jewish meeting in 
St. Louis on April 28, the day on 
which the State contended the con- 
tract was written.

Monte Alban, which at the time of the 
Spanish conquest was the site of huge 
temples. The descendants fought for 
the site only to hold it for growing 
corn, never suspecting the rich trea- 
sures that were to he found under tlie 
mounds. The originally bloody war- 
fare had in time degenerated into a 
kind of gang war, but this was finally 
ended when the Mexican Government 
realized the possibilities of the plateau 
and set aside the site as an archeo- 
logical reservation. 

There are 400 known tombs at 
Monte Alban, and Dr. Caso had spent 
several years in excavation there be- 
fore he encountered the great treas- 
ure in January in Tomb 7. 


FTER the preliminary work of 
clearing away the vegetation 
had been accomplished, a stone 
was removed and a narrow entrance at 
the top ot the tomb was made. The 
details of the valuable discovery are 
best described by Dr. Caso himself. 
“The first thing my assistant and 
I saw on entering the tomb was a 
great white vessel in the center of 
the second chamber. On the threshold 
of a vestibule that separated the two 
chambers of the tomb was a great pile 
of bones, and in their midst glittered 
objects of wsold—-beads, little bells, 
hammered figures, etc. Strung on the 
arm bones of one of the skeletons 
were 10 bracelets, six of gold, four of 
Finally, near the door of the 
tomb, I espied a golden diadem, and 
next to it, a golden plume which had 
once been attached to it. 
“Upon lighting the floor of the 
tomb, we found it aglow with pearls, 
golden beads and innumerable small, 


flat pieces of turquoise. I immediate- 
ly realized the incalculable richness of 
the discovery from a material, artistic 
and scientific viewpoint. 

“We worked in the tomb that night 
until after 3 in the morning, for we 
were too excited and curious over our 
discovery to postpone its inspection 
until next day. We had to move very 
earefully, on our hands and knees, so 
that we would not disturb the human 
bones and the innumerable objects. 
We gathered about 36 objects of gold 
that night. 

‘‘For a week my two assistants, my 
wife and I explored the tomb, gather- 
ing and cataloguing the articles found 
and working on an average of 14 
hours a day. All the objects were 
found either on the earth floor or at 
a depth of an inch or so below it. This 
fact indicated that the burials were 
made upon the ground covering the 
bottom of the tomb, and that those 
who laid the bodies at rest did not 
leave by the door, but through ‘the 
roof, sealing the entrance with a large

stone hearing an inscription. We cata- 
logued more than 500 objects from 
this tomb, at times including under 
one number necklaces of gold and 
pearl composed of hundreds oft beads 
each. We found more than 3000 
pearls, the largest of 23 karats and 
valued at $5000. Many of. them were 
almost as large. 

“We found a number of beautifully 
carved jade objects, which are prov- 
ing quite a puzzle to experts, for as 
yet no one has been able to locate any 
jade deposits in Mexico, so that one 
hears the theory advanced that all the 


‘jade found in Mexico originally came 


from China, though when or how it 
came no one can say, 

‘Among the golden objects, the 
great breastplate in the form of a 
jaguar knight is of special interest. It 
represents a human head wearing a 
jaguar’s-head helmet, with imitation 
feathers of golden thread. Over the 
mouth is a mask in the shape of a 
human jawbone. It is a beautifully 
wrought object, showing an exceeding- 
ly high degree of artistry and work- 
manship. 

“from the scientific viewpoint, 
however, the most important findings 
are not the beautiful and valuable 
golden objects, but the carved bones, 
which are expected to cast much light

on the writings and history of the 
Mixtecs. They are the bones of some 
large animal, probably jaguar or deer. 
These bones are cut in high relief, and 
the work is so exquisite that it would 
not be surpassed by the finest prod- 
ucts of China and India in ivory. Many 
had the background incrusted with 
turquoise, which made the design 
stand out more effectively, These carv- 
ings are a form of writing, and it may 
be that these bones were the Mixtecan 
equivalent of books. All the carved 
bones didn't fall into this category. 
Some of them were carved with a sim- 
ple ornamental design and were used 
as religious daggers for the sacrificial 
rites, which consisted in drawing blood 
from the different parts of the body. 

‘It seems that the Mixtecs, like the 
Toltecs and other peoples who inhab- 
ited Mexico before the Spanish Con- 
quest, performed many blood rites and 
human sacrifices in their religious 
ceremonies. One of the most dread- 
ful of these rites is syinbolized in one 
of the lovellest of the objects found in 
the tomb. 

“It is a@ small golden mask, about 
three inches in height, representing 
the head of the god Xipe-Totec, ‘Our 
Lord the Flayed. In a bloody ritual 
celebrated to make the earth fruitful, 
a sluve was killed and skinned and a

priest dressed in this skin. The little 
mask vividly depicts the skin of the 
victim, also the half-open eyes and 
mouth and the cords hanging from 
each side of the head, which serve to 
support the skin. 

‘In addition to the articles found on 
or near the surface in the interior of 
the tomb, we recovered from the same 
ground, but from greater depths, some 
small vessels and fragments of an urn, 
all characteristically Zapotecan, in con- 
trast to the objects of the upper buri- 
al, which are distinctly Mixtecan. To 
me this indicates this tomb was used 
first by the Zapotecs and afterward 
by the Mixtecs. The latter removed 
the bodies and other objects that were 
in the tomb, leaving only a few small 
clay vessels, and then filled the tomb 
with dirt until the entrance was 
blocked. Then they came out through 
the roof and sealed the exit. Why the 
Mixtecs buried their nobles in this an- 
cient Zapotecan tomb is one of thé 
problems we would like to solve, al- 
though the fact that a temple was for- 
merly over the tomb may have made 
this site holy ground for both races. 


CA, TO the date of the priest's 
burial, I do not consider it to 
have been long before the 
Spanish Conguest. Our researches at 
Monte Alban have just begun, although 
we have been working there for several 
years. 

There are hundreds’ of unexplored 
tombs, and some magnificent edifices 
still covered with vegetation and rub- 
ble awaiting the archeologist.  A)- 
though the treasures found in Tomb 7 
are the richest archeological find yet 
unearthed on this hemisphere, it is 
possible that even richer discoveries 
may yet be made in some of the 
other tombs. 

“The discovery of Tomb 7 has pro- 
vided us with exceptional material to- 
ward a reconstruction of an early 
American civilization which had been 
almost entirely obliterated. The works 
of art we recovered are comparable, 
and in many ways superior. to some of 
the finest productions of the ancient 
Egyptians, Greeks and Chinese. In 
another month, when the dry season 
sets in again, I am returning to the 
field for further excavation. With 
further discoveries and continued 
study of the writings and inscriptions, 
we hope ultimately to be able to solve 
important problems not only concern- 
ing the history of Mexico, but of all 
America as well,

marine study called ‘‘Por- 
poises,’’ Charles H. Woodbury 
realizes more clearly the pecu- 
liar beauty of water color when 
employed in broad transparent 
washes, and the brilliance 
which can be attained through 
allowing the white paper to 
show. 

Elliott Daingerfield’s ‘‘Swirl- 
ing Mists’ also uses the medi- 
um effectively in broad flow- 
ing washes to suggest atmos- 
phere and haze. ‘‘Symphony in 
Blue,”’ by A. F. Schmitt, and 
‘‘Interior,’’ by Walter Gay, are 
Skilfully rendered. Three pas- 
tel-studies of women, by T. W.

The nineteenth century 
Dutch school is represented by 
works of Jacob Maris, Anton 
Mauve, J. H. Weissenbruch and 
Joseph Israels.

THE TRUTH ABOUT THE BARRYMORES 


It is easy to imagine the scene 
in his home when he announced 
that he was going to become an 
actor! Better for him to have said 
that he was gcing tc take up high- 
way robbery, specializing in steal- 
ing pennies from old ladies and 
apples from little children. After 
all, some of the best people stole 
from old ladies. And still do, to- 
day. But only the worst ruffians 
became actors. 

“The least you can do, then,’ 
said an aunt, ‘‘is to change your 
name. Never let it be said that 
a Blyth becaime an actor!” 

So he chose his mother’s maid- 
en name and became Maurice Bar- 
rymore. His success was almost 
immediate. 

When Maurice Barrymore came 
to America in 1874 he was en- 
gaged to play in Augustin Daly’s 
company, where he met John 
Drew, and a great affection sprang 
up between them. Uncle Jack in- 
troduced the young Englishman to 
his sister, Georgie Drew. A year 
later thev were married. 

Lionel, except in appearance, is 
neither Drew nor Barrymore. He 
has a magnificent mind, is a true 
creator. Acting is only one of his 
interests. He is a talented etch- 
er, a splendid musician. 

He is married to Irene Fenwick, 
the actress. They have no chil- 
dren. He is a reserved, rather 
unsocial person. He takes no in- 
terest in the so-called gaieties of 
Hollywood and seldom leaves his 
home in the evening except in old 
clothes to visit old friends.

I am most like my father, 
Maurice Barrymore. It sounds 
like conceit to compare myself 
with such a charming, witty, ami- 
able and popular personage, so I 
shall only record that I excel him 
undeniably in his vices, which 
were few, and trail panting in the 
wake of his many virtues. 

Perhaps I most resemble his 
mother’s notorious and _ scatter- 
brained ancestor, the seventh 
Earl of Barrymore, better known 
as ‘‘Hiellgate,’’ who had a sister 
whose language was so volcanic 
that she was known as ‘‘Billings- 
gate.’’ He also had two brothers 
—one, club-footed, was called 
‘Cripplegate,’ and the other was 
known as ‘‘Newgate,’’ because 
that was the only prison in which 
he had not served time for his va- 
rious misdemeanors. 

“Hellgate’’ was one of the most 
notorious rakes of the eighteenth 
century. One historian has writ- 
ten: “Of all the Prince of Wales’ 
(George IV) dissolute compan- 
ions, Lord Barrymore, seems to 
have been the most abandoned.”’ 
He was a rich, robust and restless 
Irishman, who, though never a 
professional, was one of the best 
actors in England. At the age of 
19 he built at a cost of 60,000 
pounds, on his estate at Wargrave, 
a theater that was the best in all 
England, and there he produced 
and acted with, the critics report, 
“ereat spirit and elan.”’ 

My father’s name was Herbert 
Maurice Blyth and his was a dis- 
tinguished English family. He was 
born in India, educated at Harrow 
and Oxford and it was well under- 
stood that he was to follow in the 
footsteps of certain noted Blyths 
and enter the East Indian civil 
service. 

He failed in his examinations 
for the service and, since he thus 
avoided a rather dull, lifelong ex- 
istence in India, he possibly was 
able to stifle his disappointment. 

My father was a tall, distin- 
guished young gentleman of mag- 
nificent physique. He had won 
the Queensberry Cup and was 
amateur champion welterweight 
of England, an honor which his 
conservative parents looked upon 
with horror.

Further, for those who are col- 
lecting curious facts, it is inter- 
esting to note that my first wife, 
Katherine Harris, and my second 
wife, Michael Strange, were exact-

ing it along a route lined with 
hereditary trade friends.
